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Marco Lucchinelli is the new World 
Champion. The Team Suzuki rider 
wrapped up his first 500cc World 
Championship Road Race Series title 
in Anderstorp, Sweden at the Aug. 
16 season finale on the tight cir- 
cuit. Lucchinelli placed ninth, but 
his only possible challenger, Randy 
Mamola, could manage only 13th 
place due to tire problems. Reigning 
three-time World Champ Kenny 
Roberts also suffered tire problems 
when he made the wrong guess 
and opted for full rain tires instead 
of intermediate rain tires. When 
the race began, the rain stopped, 
and Roberts retired on lap six. 
Yamaha-mounted Barry Sheene 
won the race and barely missed 
catching Roberts by two points for 
third in the final series standings. 
Boet van Dulmen (Yam), Jack 
Middelburg (Suz), Kork Ballington 
(Kaw) and Graeme Crosby (Suz) fol- 
lowed Sheene across the finish 
line. Final 500cc World Champion- 
ship Road Race Series point stand- 
ings: 1. Marco Lucchinelli (105); 
Randy Mamola (94); 3. Kenny 
Roberts (74); 4. Barry Sheene (72); 5. 
Graeme Crosby (68); 6. Boet van 
Dulmen (64); 7. Jack Middelburg 
(60); 8. Kork Ballington (43); 9. Marc 
Fontan (25); 10. (tie) Paci/Fau (14). 
Kawasaki's Anton Mang won the 
250cc race and the series title with 
145 points. Rich Schlachter placed 
ninth at Anderstorp for eighth in 
the standings (with one race left in 
Czechoslovakia for the 250cc 
class) with 25 points. 


Britain's Neil Hudson emerged from 
the Aug. 16 final round of the 250cc 
World Championship MX Series at 
Appeldoon, Holland, with the 1981 
World Championship, edging rival 
Georges Jobe by a scant two points. 
Suzuki's Jobe came into the event with 
a separated elbow heavily taped, but 
dropped out of the first moto and later 
crashed out of the second. Hudson, 
meanwhile, rode his Bill Buchka-tuned 
works Yamaha to a fourth in the first 
moto. In the second moto, Hudson 
crashed off the start and came around 
in 34th place. He then worked up to 
sixth by moto's end to score the neces- 
ary points. "We're just beginning to 
recover from the big party last night," 
said Buchka in a Monday afternoon 
transatlantic phone call to Cycle 
News. Kees Van der Ven (KTM) went 
1-1 to win the event over Dutch sand 
specialist Henk Van Mielro, who rode 
Jobe's spare Suzuki to a 2-2. American 
Husky rider Mike Guerra turned in a 
7-3 third overall and was followed by 
Hudson. Finland's Matti Tarkonnen 
placed fifth overall, carding a 6-4. 





The top five in the standings are 
Hudson (235), Jobe (233), Van der 
Ven (159), Rolf Dieffenbach (102) and 


Heinz Keinegardner (79). Guerra 
placed sixth in the final tally with 77. 


In the final 125cc World Champion- 
ship MX round in spain, Harry 
Everts (Suz) pulled off both moto 
wins to clinch his third consecutive 
125cc title. Title contender Michele 
Rinaldi was only able to place third 
in the second round, while Suzuki's 
Eric Geboers went 2-2 for second 
ahead of Suzuki rider Akira 
Watanabe (3-5). In the final stand- 
ings it was Everts (214), Geboers 
(194), Rinaldi (170), Marc Velkeneers 
(164) and Watanabe (146). 


The scheduled Sept. 12-13 Battle of 
the Twins round in Pocono has 
been cancelled, and there is no re- 
placement. The final round of the 
series will be Oct. 3-4, accompany- 
ing the AMA Pro-Am road race at 
Daytona Beach, FL. 


Though it doesn't say so 'cause it 
missed the Calendar deadline, there 
will be a D-36 motocross at Sand Hill 
Ranch in Brentwood, CA on Aug. 23.

Eastern woods (not 
mountain) riders, midwestern, and 
California desert riders are repeatedly 





amazed when they first see the area, 
with comments such as “can we really 
ride here?” “We didn't know 
California had anything like this...” 

The Forest Service has made it clear 
that we would lose these trails if they 
were not maintained and repaired. 
Not because of the group that has out- 
lived its usefulness (spelled Sierra 
Club), other environmental groups, or 
trail riders use. But because the FS 
simply doesn't have the manpower (or 
$) to maintain them. 

In the last two "Volunteer Days" the 


sheer numbers, enthusiasm, and work: 


completed, have made it clear that 
recreational trail riders are willing to 
maintain their trails — as well as ride 
them. 

Although Green Stickie funding, 
even though it is a state fund, is avail- 
able to build new trails in Sequoia and 
(Federal) lands, it is at present not 
available where most needed — to 
rebuild and maintain existing trails. 
After getting our Green Stickie monies 
ripped off in the all-to-recent past, 
most of us want to see it tightly con- 
trolled now, and for ORV use only! 
There is perhaps no better or more im- 
portant use for it than rebuilding and 
maintaining Sequoia ORV trails. 

There are specific FS plans in the 
works for a large trail network of new 
loop trails in Sequoia, to counteract 
the travesty of the Golden Trout Wilder- 
ness brought in by politics and 
“Eastern think” minds. Repairing and 
rebuilding the existing trail network 
by volunteer effort will get us there. 
However, in conjunction with Green 
Stickie monies, wed get there a lot 
faster. 

The FS has repeatedly asked for this 
funding from the state, and been 
denied. It looks like it’s up to us, the 
enthusiasts and users, to apply 
political pressure to obtain this 
funding. It’s our money. Sequoia is 
our forest, as much as anybody else's. 
As a California rider, a recreational 
trail rider, or any other state ORV 
user, what do you think?

Freddie 
Spencer's win; 
Singleton's title 
at Pocono

LONG POND, PA, AUG. 16 

Freddie Spencer collected his second Formula 
One National win of the year in the Winston 
Pro Series Pocono Cyclejam Road Race at Po- 


cono International Raceway. Dale Singleton 
6 took second and in doing so wrapped up the U.S. Road Racing 


Championship title. 

Third place in the 27-lap/75.6 
mile event went to Nick Richichi, who 
was also in the running for the title. 
Had Singleton fallen by the wayside he 
would have taken it. 

Spencer's win aboard his Honda 
factory mount was the second for a 
four-stroke in the five Winston Pro 
Series road race Nationals this year. 
Spencer also won the Elkhart Lake 
National. 

"I was playing a waiting game," said 
Spencer after his win. "I wanted to see 
how things were going to go in the 
early laps. I took my time going for the 
lead, but once I got in front it was no 
sweat. Mike (Spencer) and Dale (Single- 
ton) were fighting it out so hard in 
second that I had an easy time." 

Singleton rode what he called his 
"suitcase special" to second place. "We 
packed my Yamaha (TZ750) into nine 
cupboard boxes and flew back to the 
U.S. from England with it," explained 
Singleton. "My tuner John Redding, 
his helper Simon Thomas and myself 
checked it through as baggage. I 
wanted to come back and win the 
(USRRC) title and that's what I did. 
Mike (Spencer) and I had a good dice 
going until he crashed. After that I 
just cruised home," said Singleton. 

Richichi was happy with third. He 
had been fourth going into the final 
lap, but Wes Cooley broke a crank and 
coasted off the track in front of Richi- 
chi. "I gassed it up when I saw Wes go 
out,” said Richichi. “I had some prob- 
lems with gearing and the set-up of my 
bike. I made the changes because of 
the wind, but I guessed wrong." 


Mike Spencer, Freddie's teammate 
on Team Honda, and Singleton had 
been tied in Formula One points going 
into the National and had run nose-to- 
tail for most of the last half of the race 
until Spencer went down. “I lost the 
front brakes early in the race so I was 
riding a bit conservative," said Mike. 
"I got into the corner exiting the 
infield a bit too hard, hit a bump and 
that was it. So close, yet so far. I had 
steam on Singleton and I think if it 
had come down to a last lap drag race 
I would have beaten him. We'll never 
know." 


Honda's Mike Spencer held the pole 
for the 27 lap final on Pocono's 2.8 
mile combined road/speedway course. 
Alonside sat Singleton, Cooley, 
Richichi and John Bettencourt. All but 
Cooley were in a tight points battle for 
the U.S. Road Racing Chaupiondhip. 

Cooley lofted the front wheel off the 
line and carried it toward the first turn 
and into the lead. He held the gas on 
and at the end of the first lap it was 
Cooley, Mike Spencer, Singleton, 
Roberto Pietri, Richichi, Bettencourt 
and then Fred Spencer. 

Freddie Spencer, who had started 
from the middle of the second row 
after losing his clutch when running 
heads up with Singleton in their heat, 
was slicing through traffic. By the end 
of lap two it was Mike S. in front with 
Cooley, Singleton, Richichi and 
Freddie S. closing in. Pietri stayed close. 

Fifth place Pietri handed over his 
position to Bettencourt as the field 
started lap five by running straight on

at turn one. Mark Homchick and 
Frank McTaggart were moving up. 
Mike S. held a slim lead over Singleton 
while Freddie S. continued to close 
and dispatched Cooley to fourth. 

Singleton continued to probe the 
defenses of Mike S., closing in the in- 
field turns and running up on his com- 
petition on the straights. Lap seven 
saw Freddie Spencer pull a daring 
move to slingshot past Singleton at the 
finish line and then take the lead away 
from his teammate on a sweeping out- 
side run through turn one. 

There were individual battles going 
on in the top 10 with Richichi and 
Bettencourt fighting for fifth as Hom- 
chick and McTaggart debated seventh. 
Dan Chivington and Pietri were also 
going at it in ninth with Rich Chambers 
following closely. 

"Fast Freddie" began to open up 
some breathing room by lap 11 with a 
five second advantage over the Single- 
ton/Mike S. fight. The USRRC title 
was on the line and whomever finished 
first in the Singleton/M. Spencer duel 
would hold the crown. 

Lap 12 had Richichi closing on 
Cooley's fourth place; McTaggart had 
jumped ahead of Homchick in their 
fight with Pietri going by Chivington. 

Mike S. continued his challenges of 
Singleton on the next lap while Single- 
ton used slower traffic to his fullest 
advantage. 

Meanwhile, back in the pack Mike 
Kidd was scratching his way through 
traffic trying to earn a Winston Pro 
Series point or two in his quest for the 
AMA Grand National Championship. 
He was in 16th on lap 14. 

On the 15th lap Richichi moved past 
Cooley and set his sights on the Single- 
ton/Mike S. battle in front of him. 
Freddie Spencer had approximately 10 
seconds lead in hand out front. Pietri 
and Chivington were swapping ninth 
at will. 

Two laps later McTaggart had 
pushed his way past Cooley and 
Richichi for fourth with Cooley also 
getting by Richichi. Bettencourt, Hom- 
chick, Chivington, Pietri, Chambers 
and Bruce Hammer were spread out 
and the only riders on the same lap as 
leader Freddie Spencer. ~ 

As the laps wore down Mike S. 
continually stayed behind Singleton, 
pushing occasionally to see how Single- 
ton would go. The 22nd lap saw Mike 
S. tighten it up even more. 

On lap 23 Mike S. decided to take 
the lead in the duel and passed 
Singleton on the back straight going 
into the chicane. Singleton grabbed it 
back by the finish line. Again Singleton 
used traffic to open a few lengths. 
Meanwhile, Freddie S. was cruising. 

On lap 24 Mike Spencer did not 
come around. Singleton began to cut 
away at Freddie Spencer. Spencer had 
crashed in the infield. Cooley moved 
to third with Mike S. out as Richichi 
and  McTaggart continued their 
battle, now for fourth. 

Cooley took the white flag and then 
ran straight ahead at the entrance to 
turn one, giving up a secure third. 
Richichi held off McTaggart and took 
the last spot in winner's circle. 9

Freddie 
Spencer rolls 
on

LONG POND, PA, AUG. 16 
Honda's Freddie Spencer and 
Roberto Pietri sandwiched Kawa- 
saki's Eddie Lawson in the Super- 
bike winner's circle. Spencer had 
an easy time of it opening up an im- 
mediate lead from the green flag and 
romping home. 

“I was watching my pit boards and 
nobody was catching up to me in the 
final laps so I began to cool it just a 
bit. It was a good race. Hey, Roberto 
rode the wheels off didn't he?" 

“I did the only thing I could do after 
running off the track early, I gassed 
the heck out of it," said Lawson. “It 
was a dumb mistake. I got in a bit over 
my head going into turn one and had 
to run off the track or go down. I 
would have liked to win, but this puts 
me into the points lead and there's 
only two rounds to go. I'm satisfied." 

Pietri was all smiles. "Hey, I'm 
working my way up place by place," 
said Pietri. "Today a third, next race 
second and then perhaps a win. Every- 
thing seems to get better every race." 


The AMA Superbike Championship 
point standings show Lawson with 92 
points while Freddie Spencer has 79. 
Defending series champ Wes Cooley's 
DNF drops him to third with 78. 
There are two rounds left in the series. 

Freddie Spencer had opened up a 
four second gap on a dogfight for 
second by the end of lap one. Eddie 
Lawson, who had jumped off his Expert 
Lighweight mount and onto his Super- 
bike, was challenging for second at the 
line, but overshot turn one and 
dropped to about 10th. Mike Spencer, 
Roberto Pietri, Wes Cooley, Harry 
Klinzmann, Gennady Liubimsky and 
Thad Wolff trailed behind with 
Lawson cutting back through traffic. 

By the end of the fourth lap Lawson 
had moved back to ninth behind 
Jimmy Adamo. Freddie Spencer had 
continued to open his lead as Mike 
Spencer trailed a good distance ahead 
of the Cooley/Pietri duel. 

Lawson gobbled up three positions 
on the next lap and set his sights on 
Liubimsky. 

A quick trip onto pit lane by Mike 
Spencer jumbled things a bit. Pietri 
moved ahead of Cooley with Lawson 
drawing closer. Liubimsky was being 
stalked by Wolff and Klinzmann. 

The halfway flags saw Spencer's 
lead bulge to 14 seconds over Pietri 
with Cooley and Lawson right behind. 
On the next lap it was Lawson darting 
into second at the line, but Pietri 
grabbed it back with a smooth move 
entering the infield. Lawson came 
right back, although Pietri wouldn't 
be pushed back that easily. = 


Lawson took command of second on 
lap 10 over Pietri just as Cooley's ride 
was coming to an end just past the 
start/finish line. “It broke,” said 
Cooley shaking his head. “Pocono is 
either a hot or cold track for me. I 
either win or break. There doesn't 
seem to be any middle ground. I can't 
explain it.” 

Lawson continued to run as hard as 
he could, boping to whittle down 
Freddie Spencer's 20 second lead. Per- 
haps he was thinking of two other oc- 
casions in this year's series where 
Spencer had been leading in the late 
laps and broke. 

A bit unnoticed among the Japanese 
multis was the ride of Ducati-mounted 
Adamo, who was cooking his way 
toward a sixth place finish. 


Spencer's lead was cut to about 12 
seconds at the flag by Lawson. Pietri 
was a distant third with Liubimsky 
and Klinzmann filling out the top five.

Roberts-Lawwill Racing's Filice was 
one big grin in winner's circle, thank- 
ing the team, Wrangler, PJ1 and his 
tuner Bud Aksland for a job well 
down. "I had a couple of tough 
moments out there,” said Filice. “The 
brakes were going away and I ran off 
the track in the chicane and nearly lost 
it. On the last lap a slower rider tried 
to race with me and that was a bit 
scary." 

For Kawasaki's Lawson it was the 
end to a good season. "Jimmy rode a 
good race," said Lawson. "He was on 
the gas. I rode as hard as I could." 

McDonald exploded off the line on 
start with Lawson coming on strong 
for the lead by the infield hairpin. 
McDonald and Filice powered by 
Lawson on the 3,000 foot back straight 
with Filice leading them into the 
chicane. Off the 3,000 foot front 
power straight the three rolled side-by- 
side three abreast across the start/finish 
line with Lawson leading into turn one 
on the start of lap two. And this was 
just the beginning. The scene would 
be replayed again and again in a pass 
and repass drama through the first 
four laps. 

On the fifth of 18 laps McDonald 
fell off the pace allowing Filice and 
Lawson to pull away. Bill Himmelsbach 
and Bruce Maus were engaged in a 
battle for fourth while Jan Jolles and 
Dave Busby debated sixth. 

Filice, acknowledging ^ Lawson's 
superiority in the infield, began to 
open up a bit of room on the straights 
so that he could hold his lead in the 
infield. 

There was a five rider battle going 
on for sixth following Filice, Lawson,

McDonald, Maus and Himmelsbach 
which was led by Busby with Randy 
Reufraw coming on strong. 

By the 10th lap Filice had opened 
up a four second advantage over Law- 
son with McDonald a full 12 seconds 
behind second. Himmelsbach and 
Maus were keeping close quarters in 
their battle for fourth. 

Lawson had told Filice after the 
Saturday heat races that his bike 
wasn't fast enough. Filice enjoyed 
hearing that, even if it sounded like a 
psychological ploy. “Mine's a rocket- 
ship, " said Filice. 

On lap 13 Lawson slowed consider- 
ably while Filice continued to open his 
lead margin. The next lap saw Lawson 
pick up the pace somewhat. Mean- 
while Dave Busby was moving ever 
closer. 

The battle to the flag centered on 
Maus/Himmelsbach or Himmelsbach/ 
Maus depending on the area of the 
track you were watching. On the final 
lap both Busby and Reufraw snuck 
past, leaving Himmelsbach and Maus 
to settle for sixth and seventh.

Crosby and Merkel played it side- 
by-side coming across the start/finish 
line on the end of lap nine. Howes 
continued creeping up on the leaders, 
but was 20 seconds behind.

Adamo immediately stretched 
out a lead with Emde doing likewise. 
Malcolme Tunstall held third at the 
end of lap one with Hal Coleman and 
David Roper, both Harley-Davidson- 
mounted, rounding out the top five. 

With Adamo and Emde safely in 
front the battle moved to third with 
Coleman leading Tunstall by a slight 
margin. By the end of lap three of the 
15 lap event Adamo held a six second 
lead over Emde who was a similar 
distance ahead of the battle for third. 
Coleman had established his superior- 
ity over Tunstall with John Long hold- 
ing down fifth. 

The sixth lap saw Long closing slight- 
ly on Tunstall who was doing the same 
to Coleman. Adamo had stretched his 
lead to 10 seconds and was cooking. 

Long got by Tunstall at the start- 
finish line at the halfway point with 
Tunstall taking fourth back into turn 
one. The pair continued their battle 
while Coleman opened up a bit of 
space. The pair continued their battle 
with Long soon showing a burst of 
speed and swooping past Coleman on 
lap 11 for third. 

As the laps wound down Adamo 
held his pace. In second Emde could 
only watch as any chance of winning 
the Battle of the Twins National Cham- 
pionship Series title slipped from his 
grasp.

California kids 
conquer Carlsbad

CARLSBAD, CA, AUG. 16 


The final race of the AMA's National Motocross 
Championship Series saw a number of firsts, 
among them, the first time Mark Barnett had 
not guided his works Suzuki to a pair of wins in 


the 125cc class. Instead, factory 
Honda rider Johnny O'Mara took 
advantage of Barnett's injury- 
induced bye to record his first 


National win with a 1-2 score. 
Yamaha support rider Rick Johnson 
finished in the runner-up slot with a 
fourth in the first moto, and then 
passed leader O'Mara in the second 
and took his first-ever National moto 
win at the Carlsbad Raceway track 
he'd recorded numerous local race 


MURNI 


wins on. Yamaha's Scott Burnworth, 
who has also gone through the ranks, 
here, was third on the day with a 3-3. 

In the 500cc class, SoCal riders 
enjoyed a fine time as Yamaha's Broc 
Glover repeated his Washougal per- 
formance with a 1-1 day, followed by 
Suzuki's Marty Smith with a 2-3 and 
Mike Bell who turned in 4-4 rides to 
wrest second in the final point stand- 
ings from Honda's Chuck Sun. 

The badly sprained ankle incurred 
in his first moto Washougal crash kept 


Sun from competing. Though he had 
wanted to ride earlier in the week, a 
trial riding session the day before 
squelched those intentions, and he will 
now turn his energies to recovering fully 
before the Motocross and Trophee des 
Nations. 

Barnett was kept on the sidelines with 
a broken collarbone, the result of a 
crash in practice the previous Tuesday. 
According to Suzuki Team Motocross 
Manager Larry Griffis, "He was prac- 
ticing on a track down in Montgomery, 
Al, and he'd been riding on the track 
probably six, seven laps; he'd been 
going over the same jump every time. 
It was a front wheel landing jump, and 
he got in on the front wheel a little bit 
hard, and I think the front end just 
collapsed on him, knocked the bar out 
of his one hand, he was up on his nose 
and over he went. 

“There were some ruts in that area, 
and what he thinks happened is in- 
stead of rolling and sliding, his shoulder 


‘hooked in a rut, and when it did, it 


just snapped the collarbone. 

"Its a clean break. He should be 
back for the Trans-USA.” 

Forty-two 500cc riders signed up 
while 43 entered the 125cc class. Since 
the championship in both classes had 
been locked up, AMA Referee Butch 
Lee conferred with the different team 
managers and elected not to run any 
qualifying motos. Instead, the few 
extra riders would line up in a second 
row, so long as they weren't behind 
any of the top 10 (per European 
practice). A second practice session 
was run after the riders’ meeting instead 
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of qualifying motos. 
125cc National 

The first race of the day saw O'Mara 
get the jump on a pursuing pack con- 
sisting of Suzuki’s George Holland, 
Kawasaki's Jeff Ward, Suzuki rider 
Mike Preston, Dale’s Modern Cycle 
Yamaha-mounted Scott Manning and 
Yamaha's Donnie Cantaloupi. 

O'Mara mpi it wicked from the be- 
ginning on his Greg Arnette-tuned 
works bike and was never challenged 
after the first few corners. His rapid 
and steady pace kept him well clear of 
Ward, who locked onto second after 
edging past Holland at about the 15- 


minute mark. s 
Burnworth, seventh on the opening 


lap, sliced through the pack to fourth 
the next time around. He spent the 
next 15 minutes working his way up to 
Holland, displacing him soon after 
Ward did. 

O'Mara's teammate Jim Gibson got 
a fair start and worked his way up to 
fifth by lap three. He inched up ever so 
slowly on those in front of him, finally 
putting the young Suzuki rider back 
after some 35 minutes. 

However, Gibson was unable to 
keep it. Johnson, who didn't know that 
the gate would be dropped as soon as 
the board went sideways and got a 
poor start, was making good time 
around a familiar track, breaking into 
the top 10 after 10 minutes. From 
there, picking off riders was more diffi- 
cult, but he saw the white flag before 
Gibson did for the fourth-place spot. 

Holland finished sixth followed by 
Kawasaki's Tom Benolkin, Cantaloupi,

Burnworth led the buzz bombs off 
the second moto start with Ward, 
O'Mara and Holland in tow. O'Mara 
wasted little time in getting to the 
front, though, and it appeared that he 
was again headed to victory. 


Unfortunately, a sideache began 
bothering him, and after the halfway 
point, he began to ease up a bit. John- 
son got a better start this time and was 
a clear second after some 10 minutes. 
“At first, I didn't think I could do it," 
said Johnson later, "but then I just 
started catching him and. . . then I saw 
a lot of people cheering for me, so I 
said, ‘I gotta do it now.” 


With 15 minutes left, Johnson slipped 


: past O'Mara in the hairpin, and as the 


laps wound down, his mechanic hung 
out a sign that read, "For Mom." 

O'Mara was content to settle for 
second which would still give him an 
overall win. "I knew I didn't really 
need to beat him that bad; I didn't 
want to push it.” 


Burnworth got the better of Holland 
for third with about 10 minutes left 
while Honda's Rich Coon pulled a 
switch on Cantaloupi for fifth a short 
time later. O'Neal Distributing/Heisser 
Racing Suzuki rider Chris Heisser 
garnered seventh followed by LOP 
Suzuki-mounted Mike Brown, Gibson 
and Benolkin. Early front-runner Ward 
dropped to 12th at the checkers, re- 
portedly due to pain caused by a 
pinched nerve in his back. 


500cc National 

Mike Bell, Broc Glover and Marty 
Smith led the way to the first turn in 
the opening big bike moto, but Bell 
and Yamaha support rider Arlo Eng- 
lund went down in the middle of the 
corner. That enabled Smith to grab 
the lead with Glover, Cyle Rider Supply 
KTM-mounted Joey Schlag and 
Honda’s Danny LaPorte charging hard 


behind him. 
By the time they exited Rattlesnake 


Gulch, Glover had the lead, one he 
would keep easily for the duration of 
the race. LaPorte moved into second 
on the second time around and was 
riding extremely well also, but fate 
dealt him a cruel blow near the 20- 
minute mark when his chain derailed 
at the bottom of the downhill. It took 
quite a while to get it back in place, 
and when he finally got going again, 
Glover was upon him, ready to put 
him a lap down. The Honda pilot took 
a few laps to get his rhythm back and 
worked his way back up to 13th. 

Smith and Husqvarna’s Bill Grossi 
kept a battle going for second after 
LaPorte’s setback with Grossi holding 
a tenuous margin over the works 
Suzuki until Smith zapped him with 
about 15 minutes to go. 

Bell overcame his first turn fall and 
despite a swollen, possibly broken finger 
on his clutch hand and a sore back 
caused when someone stuck a wheel in 
it when he was on the ground, he work- 
ed his way to fourth by the halfway 
point. The leaders were too far away 
at that time to catch, though. 

After a five-rider dice for fifth mid- 
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way through the race, Maico's Mickey 
Kessler emerged victorious. Rocket Rex 
Racing Suzuki rider Rex Staten, not 
involved in the fight, came through for 
sixth followed by Pro Circuit Husky 
rider David Gerig and Hi-Point Maico- 
mounted Eric McKenna. 

Husky's Gary Pustelak held sixth 


late in the race, but apparently de- 

stroyed the front wheel in doing so. He 
wobbled across the line ninth trailed 
by Kawasaki's Goat Breker, whose bike 
suffered a badly faded shock. 

In the second moto, Smith made the 
practice starts he took pay off with the 
holeshot, Glover and Suzuki-mounted 
Marty Moates tucked in behind. Moates 
got Glover at the top of the uphill on 
the opening lap for second and then 
moved into the lead when he bounded 
by Smith coming down. 

Glover retaliated quickly with his 
jon Rosensteiel-tuned OW51 and 
grabbed the lead on the second 
circuit, not to be headed again. In 
fact, he lapped up to the top six finish- 
ers in the moto. “It felt really good. It 
was kind of neat ‘cause Danny 
(LaPorte who claimed second before 
10 minutes were up) kind of kept me 
honest, he really did. He was hanging 
in there for a while, hanging in there. 
For some reason, I knew those Honda 
guys really wanted to do good. He 
wanted to do good for self-satisfaction, 
but yet I wanted to do good too. So I 
kept driving, kept driving and towards 
the end, there were about 10 minutes 
left and I just put it on the best I 
could, and that’s when I went from 
about 10 to 22, 23 seconds.” 


Smith finished a well ridden third 
while Bell, stiff and sore, successfully 
fought off Moates for a solid fourth. 
Staten picked up another sixth while 
Pustelak picked off Kessler for seventh 
a few laps from the finish. Moto Meister 
Maico rider Scott Johnson brought it 
home ninth with Standard Crank 
Husky pilot Clark Jones 10th. e

ten been labeled as the record factory and the 
drag racers who came to the National Motor- 
cycle Racing Association's championship event 


found that title to be correct. 
Over 30 new national records 
were established, including new 
marks in Funny Bike and a new 
top speed record in Pro Stock by Mike 
Keyte. In all three Pro classes the 
number one qualifier went on to win: 
Bo O'Brochta in Top Fuel, Vince 
Santangelo in Funny Bike and Bob 
Carpenter in Pro Stock. Yes, Carpenter. 
Terry Vance's 10 in a row Pro Stock 
win streak came to an end. 


In Top fuel O'Brochta qualified 
number one with a 7.39 second run at 
175.43 mph. They did not try to push 
the Terminal Van Lines Kawasaki to 
the max because they had only one 


motor and few spare parts after having 
just returned from racing in Europe. 
Wayne Davis qualified second with a 
7.60/177.16 with a spectacular fire at 
the top end when the cases let go. 
Wayne was OK and stayed up all night 
trying to modify new cases in someone's 
garage but was unable to make. the 
first round. 

In the first round O'Brochta soloed 
with a 7.52/165.74. Russ Collins also 
had a single run on the Sorcerer as 
Davis couldn't make the call, but 
mortally wounded the blower on a 
shut off 9.51 pass after qualifying the 
twin Honda with a 7.97/181.81. Jim 
Bernard's Yamaha defeated Keith 
Ruxton's Harley with an 8.99 to 
Ruxton's troubled 10.61. 














With Collins unable to return it was 
a final between O'Brochta and Bernard. 
On the burnout the shift knob on the 
Yamaha broke and owner Ron Teson 
could not get the bike into low gear. So 
Bernard was forced to make a high 
gear only run and could muster only 
an 8.96/128.02 to Bo's winning 7.42 at 
160.71. 

In Funny Bike competition, Florida's 
Vince Santangelo shattered the ET 
record with a 7.76 at 167.59 in qualify- 
ing. Ray Price set the speed record on 
his Harley-Davidson at 172.08. But 
Price broke an oil gear drive and 
couldn't make second round of elimina- 
tions, giving Jon Baugh a bye on his 
Orient Express Kawasaki. In the mean- 
time, Santangelo defeated Terry Kizer 
with a 8.07/164.23 to Kizer's troubled 
8.97/113.78. In the final Santangelo 
lashed out another 7.76 on the M.R.E. 
Kawasaki to defeat Baugh's 8.42/ 
146.10. 

The final qualifying on Saturday 
featured Pro Stock and they all saved 
their best until last. Eight of the 12 
bikes in the field were in the 8s. 
Superbike Mike Keyte ran an 8.77/ 
153.84. Vance followed with an 8.67/ 
152.54. On the final run of the day, 
Bob Carpenter put his Suzuki in the 
number one spot with a tremendous 
8.65/151.77. 

In eliminations Vance had problems 
aboard his Suzuki and for the first 
time in over a year he did not end up 
in the winner's circle. In a bizzare first 
round race Vance was left at the start- 
ing line by David Schultz. Vance's bike 
went from first to fourth gear and was 
far behind. However, Schultz had re- 
curring problems with his kill switch 
and at half track his bike shut off. 
Vance went by with a 9.25/148.51 to 
Schultz's helpless 10.94 at 74.93. 

For the second round Byron Hines 
pulled the motor out of a back up bike 
to give the VHR team a shot at a 
miracle. The motor was stout enough 
but the ignition failed and Marc 
Walker ended Vance's streak with a 
winning 8.84/150.50 aboard his 
Jardine-backed Kawasaki. : 

In the meantime, Carpenter and 
Keyte were on a collision course to- 
wards the final. In the second round 
Keyte put away Terry Henry with an 
8.77 at 154.63. In doing so Keyte es- 
tablished a new national speed record 
with his Kawasaki. In the semis Keyte 
got by Marc Walker with a 9.34 to 
Walkers 11.68. Carpenter defeated 
John Mafaro in the second round in a 
good race. Carpenter ran 8.72/151.77: 
to "Pizza" John's 8.95/147.54. Car- 
penter had a bye in the semis and ran 
an 8.74/150.75. 

There was finally a final without 
Vance. At the line Keyte spun the tire 
and Carpenter was gone, running a 
great 8.69/151.51. Keyte, once he 
knew he could not catch Carpenter, 
shut off and coasted to a 9.83/103.56. 
In national points Keyte was the real 
winner since his record. gave him 
more points for the event than Car- 
penter. : 

In Pro Comp Rick Gero out of VHR 
and A.P.E. took the honors with a 
final round holeshot over Rick Stetson. 
In the semis Gero beat Atlanta's Von 
Johnson in the day's closest race, 8.83 
to 8.83. In the final Gero ran 8.75/ 
151.77 to defeat Stetson's quicker 
8.68/154.63. 

Joe Yeager won Super Modified and 
set both ends of a new national record 
with his shaft drive 750 Yamaha out of 
Belton, MO. Yeager ran 10.55/125.17 
in the final to defeat Frank Giordano's 
troubled 20.87. Dwight Horst was the 
Competition winner on his Kawasaki. 
Canada's Ed. Warren won Modified, 
Roger McPhail won Stock and Combo 
eliminator went to Vic Force.

Lucchinelli nears title 
victory, Mamola only 


U.S. hope

Suzuki's Marco Lucchinelli increased his 500cc 
World Championship Road Race Series points 
lead, winning the Finnish GP over American 
Randy Mamola — his only rival with one round 


18 remaining in the series — as reigning champ Kenny Roberts 





lost his chance to claim a fourth 
consecutive world title. 


Mamola and his Suzuki finished 
19.5 seconds behind Lucchinelli, but 
he and the next two riders, Kork 
Ballington and Jack Middelburg, all 
crossed the finish line within one-half 
second of each other! Kawasaki- 
mounted Ballington zipped across the 
line just 0.3 seconds after Mamola, 
and Suzuki rider Middelburg followed 
only 0.2 seconds after the South 
African. 

Practice was full of its usual dramas. 
Kenny Roberts was having severe tire 
troubles caused by overheating. The 
tires were identical to those used last 
year at Imatra, but they were 
overheating and melting in the center 
of the tire while speeding along the 
ultra fast Imatra straights. The open 
road circuit was bumpy and very 
slippery in the early practice sessions, 
but things improved as the race rubber 
was put down along “the line.” 

Lucchinelli sat in pole position with 
a record time of 1:53.8. Next to him 


was Jack Middelburg, still fresh from 
his win at Silverstone the previous 
week; his time was 1:55.0. Three 
riders had a time of 1:55.3: Sheene, 
Ballington and Van Dulmen. Mamola 
was sixth on the grid with a time of 
1:55.4. Then it was Frenchman Marc 
Fontan at 1:55.5, Roberts’ 1:55.9 and 
Crosby at 1:56.1. It was Crosby’s first 
time at Imatra and this was obvious in 
his lap times. About two minutes in 
the first three sessions, 1:56.1 in the 


fourth session, and 1:54.4 in the race. 
Lucchinelli led from the start and 


was never headed. He won by 19.5 
seconds, the biggest winning margin at 
a 500cc GP this season. The race for 
second place was not so clear cut. Jack 
Middelburg followed Lucchinelli to 
the opening lap with Crosby, Roberts 
and Ballington hot on his heels. On 
this the first lap, eventual second 
placed Mamola was out of the top ten. 
The second lap saw Roberts move past 
Middelburg, Crosby to take second 
and Ballington jump into fourth 
pushing Crosby into fifth place. 
Sheene was seventh, and Mamola was 








still in only eighth. The rest were 


unchanged in order. 

By the sixth lap, Marco was eight 
seconds in front of Sheene with only a 
fraction of a second to Roberts and 
Ballington with Mamola catching up 
in fifth place but still a good distance 
back. 

On the eighth lap of the 25-lap 
event, Sheene pulled out with a broken 
power valve casting. When the power 
valve breaks, it closes up most of the 
exhaust port, thus giving the bike the 
power characteristics of an enduro 
bike. 

This lap also saw Crosby drop back 
from sixth to seventh. Roberts and 
Ballington were fighting hard for 
second. With three titles to Roberts ad 
four to Ballington, the two were 
showing all their worth. At the 
halfway stage, Lucchinelli was still 
going like a train around the bumpy 
track, and Mamola was closing on 
Roberts and Ballington. Within two 
laps he was with them, but it took a 
further seven laps to pass Ballington 
and be in a position to take on 
Roberts. 

As Mamola made his move, Roberts 

‘slowed dramatically with the same 
mechanical woes as Yamaha team 
mate Barry Sheene, a broken power 
valve casting. Roberts eventually 
finished seventh behind Marc Fontan 
who had a battle with Crosby for most 
of the race. Crosby finally got to the 
line in front to take fifth place. 


Jack Middelburg came in in fourth 
place, which is his second best placing 
of the year, following his win the 
previous week. Both Mamola and 
Crosby complained that their 
machines were randomly cutting onto 
three cylinders for the whole race. 

Anton Mang clinched the 250cc 
championship to add to his 350cc title. 
He won the previous week ahead of 
J.F. Balde and J.L. Guignabodet. 
Mang needed to finish in tenth or 
better to win the title, but in the style 
of a true champion he dominated the 
race. Guignabodet gave Mang a bit of 
a push in the opening laps, but Mang 
soon disappeared to win by 22.6 
seconds. Balde was 10.4 seconds 
arrears in third. 

Richard Schlachter got a good mid- 
field start but overshot the chicane on 
the first lap. He continued and was 
23rd at the completion of the first lap. 
Schlachter clawed his way into fifth 
place with some absolutely brilliant 
riding and dicing with Grand Prix 
regulars like Fernandez only to have a 
certain fifth place turn into a DNF 
when he ran out of fuel on the next-to- 
last lap. Schlachter is determined to 
win a world championship, and he 
has the talent to do it. It would be a 
shame to see the enormous cost of 
fielding a competitive bike for a full 
season rob him of his goal, as 
Schlachter is living a hand to mouth 
existance contesting in the GPs. 

Rolf Biland and Kurt Waltisbert, 
after winning the sidecar race, need 
only one point to regain the title from 
second place Jock Taylor and Benga 
Johansson. Taylor led the opening 
laps, but Biland got past and never 
looked back. Taylors hopes of 
winning, the title have all but 
disappeared. Former champion Alain 
Michel is 15 points behind Biland after 
he DNF at Imatra. Taylor is 20 points 
down with two rounds remaining.

Terry Vance and Byron Hines have made a habit of winning 
Pro Stock drag races. The combination of Byron's magic 
mechanically-inclined mind and Terry's gunfighter reflexes 
on the clutch lever and traction-sensitive throttle hand has 
produced record-setting quarter mile sprints in both National 
Motorcycle Racing Association and International Drag Bike 
Association competition. 

Until the August 8 Golden State Nationals in Fremont, 
California, the VHR Suzuki was undefeated in the '81 
NMRA season. Vance and Hines currently hold a 765-point 
lead over Mike Keyte in the NMRA Pro Stock standings, 
3618 to 2853. 

Likewise, Vance held the NMRA miles-per-hour record 
until Keyte topped him in Fremont by 1.31mph and esta- 
blished the new record of 154.63mph. Vance still holds the 
National elapsed time record of 8.62 seconds. On last year's 
bike, Vance and Hines won the Pro Stock Championship in 
both NMRA and IDBA competition. 

Pro Stock drag bikes have emerged as one of the most 
sophisticated and specialized motorcycles in racing today. 
Look this one over; it's tops in its field if results tell the tale.

Remember the 490 Maico TT bike we built and 
raced in the April 4 AMA/Winston Pro TT 
event at Ascot Park? It worked pretty good for 
a first attempt with an unproven design, but 


we felt we could make it even 
better. After placing fifth on its 
initial outing, the Maico went 
into drydock for the next round 
of changes to better prepare it for the 
Santa Fe National TT. Most of the 
items in the original checklist that ran 
with the last Cycle News story were 
changed, plus a couple of additional 
details were added. 


Rod Spencer, the rider from north- 
ern California (the one everybody keeps 
asking if I stole from Honda), took the 
bike to Santa Fe and finished 11th 
after dicing with Gary Scott, the cur- 
rent points leader, and Randy Goss, 
the current Number One. Spencer 
(Rod, not Freddie) killed the engine in 
a righthander because I had too much 
brake on the rear wheel. At the time 
he was running fifth, got restarted in 
14th and worked up to 11th by race's 
end. Pretty trick, huh? A stock 490 
Maico? Two out of two Nationals? (And 
an absolute ton of credit to Rod's rid- 
ing ability! 


OK, so what did I do to the scooter 
for the Santa Fe race? Here goes. 


Well, I finally got my Rocky Cycle 
dirt track wheels. Typical dirt track 
models; WM-3 reversible 40-spoke 
front with flanges for mounting a TT 
disc brake, and WM-5 reversible rear 
with spacers and collars to fit the 
Maico/Knight swingarm. I also ob- 
tained a set of sprockets so I wouldn't 
run out of gear like at Ascot. 

Storz Performance whipped up the 
brakes for the bike. Storz, of Harley 
Racing Team fame, carries a formid- 
able line of brake systems for dirt 
trackers, and doesn't just dump 'em on 
ya and let you screw them up. He's had 
front-line training in dirt track 
combat and adds neat little tricks such 
as braided steel line that can be disas- 
sembled and made shorter if needed, 
unlike the other stuff, which if you 
measure it wrong, you're going to live 
with it wrong. 

He provided a front master cylinder, 
line, front caliper, hanger, and front 
disc; rear master cylinder, line, torque 
arm, rear caliper hanger, rear caliper 
and rear disc. 

The only problem 1 encountered 
was too-sensitive braking on the rear. 
Storz immediately recommended a 


19mm master cylinder in place of the 
16mm master cylinder. If I had had it 
on the bike at Santa Fe, Spencer (Rod, 
not Freddie) probably wouldn't have 
bogged, probably would have bagged 
fourth or fifth, and we would all have 
been eatin' that Rainbow Stew, as the 
song goes. Storz is a very helpful guy. 
Even if he does specialize in XR 
Harleys (made me cover up the Maico 
while it was in his shop). He also has 
all the trick pieces for dirt tankers, like 
Marzocchi forks, special fuel filters, etc. 

Next, Knight made a conventional 
length swingarm which worked out 
fine at Santa Fe. All mods which have 
been incorporated on my frame, by 
the way, automatically go on Knight's 
Maico frames, of which he's sold six 
more since Ascot. He also sent me a set 
of pegs, raised J4 inch which worked 
great at Santa Fe. 

I dismantled the back of the seat 
pad, and with a pair of scissors, trimmed 
the foam rubber flush with the back of 
the fender. Got some pop-rivets and 
put the whole mess back together

again. Spencer liked it and was able to 
slide way back at Santa Fe and get 
traction. 

I got a folding lever tip and welded 
it to the brake pedal so that Spencer 
wouldn't suffer the same fate as Labrie 
at Ascot and break the pedal in a 
shunt with an infield tire. 

Next thing I did was to hike down to 
see my buddy Jack Brandt, who talks 
to fiberglass and has an understanding 
with it. He did a super-sano job of 
adding an additional half gallon capa- 
city to the tank. It doesn't leak or 
make bloody little holes in your fingers 
from exposed glass matt, or any of the 
other frivolous little extras that I always 
manage to work into my fiberglass 
jobs. As a freebie, I discovered that 
Knights tank entraps a fairly large air 
bubble in top of the tank due to the 
long filler neck. If you need the gas, 
make a “J” shaped tube and insert it 
under the filler neck, up into the top 
of the tank, and watch the fuel level 
lower by 12 ounces (four carburetor 
bowls of fuel). Now you can pour in 12

more ounces of Daeco or your favorite 
flavor gas at $3.75/gal. 

Trick engine stuff, right? 

Naw. Just stock Maico stuff, and ac- 
cessories built by a company called 
Wheelsmith Motorcycles, which special- 
izes in the big “M” marque, and I 
don’t mean Matchless. 

To add “flywheel effect” to the 
engine for throttle control and 
traction purposes, I added an older 
triplex clutch basket and primary 
chain. I also added an enduro type 
external rotor flywheel after the Santa 
Fe National and will test it at the 
Peoria TT National. Standard Maico 
parts. 

Wheelsmith Motorcycles makes a 
motocross pipe for the 490 which 
allows the engine to buzz out a bit 
further. Spencer (Rod, not Mike or 
Freddie) ran it at Santa Fe. It works! 
Believe me, it flat jumps on the pump! 
Jerry Branch of Branch Flowmetrics 
ran it on his new trick dyno with all 
sorts of whatchamacallit printouts, 
and the results left both of us kind of 
slack-jawed to say the least. Briefly the 
results were as below. (Ascot down- 
pipe was crashed and wouldn’t turn 
past 7,000rpm.) 

Can you dig 5214 hp on a motor with 
no port work or trick carburetors? It's 
too easy. 

Wheelsmith also did a clutch mod 
for me which added plates to the 
clutch, strengthening it (not sure it 
needed it) and softening it at the same 
time (it sure needed it). 

I made some jetting changes to the 
carburetor to better suit the 
Wheelsmith pipe, but I'l test it at 
Peoria before dropping the numbers 
on you. 

Last, I removed the freon-cell S&W 
shocks used at Ascot. I replaced them 
with the older model D-3 S&Ws using 
70-pound straight rate springs. Much 
better. For some reason, the Knight 
frame with its leverage ratio does not 
take well to the more stiffly-damped 
freon cell model H-3. The H.3, 
however, works fine on the Shell 
Frame, the Champion Frame and the 
Harley Frame. 

Also-on the test grid for Peoria is a 
set of Works Performance shocks. 
They've been on two TT National win- 
ners this year. They also pay contin- 
gency money. 

So there you have it. More from the 
land of the un-trick. Hank Scott was so 
impressed by the Maico at Santa Fe, 
rumor has it, that he's going to dump 
his Honda thumper and build...a 
Husky TT bike. Is there no shame?

13th Annual 24-Hours of Neison Ledges 





Nelson Ledges 24-Hour 
winners a record bunch

WARREN, OH, AUG. 1-2 


“We had better do it now, it could be a long 
time before the weather is this good again; 
said Dan Chivington before he rode the final 
hour of the 13th Annual 24-Hours of Nelson 


on the Bob Thomas Honda/ 
Kawasaki of Irwin - Heschimura 
Racing Team Honda CB900F. 
The finish established a new 
record of 1,000 laps (2,000 miles) by 
breaking the old record of 964 laps set 
in 1978 by Group Four on the Nelson 
Ledges Road Course. The team con- 
sisted of Dale Richey, Keith Marshall, 
Larry Shorts, and Chivington and 


became the first team to win after 
leading in the first hour. 

Under tremendous pressure from 
the Lyte Racing and the Group Four 
teams, the experienced pit crew 
headed by Bob Hesch kept rotor and 
ignition problems and tire changes to 
minor delays. With 2,000 miles easily 
in reach, Chivington got a flat tire and 
with incredible speed headed to the 
pits from turn four. Gary Jenkins,

Steve Salada, Gary Witorski, Gerry 
Cook and Al Munz changed the rear 
tire in equally amazing speed to get 
Chivington out for the final 40 
minutes to set the new record. Holding 
the complete team effort together was 
the hard working crew of Nancy Hesch 
and the timing of Joe Saunders. 

In sharp contrast to the Heschimura 
team's experience with their bike, 
Group Four received their Honda 
CB900F from Fischer Motorcycle Sales 
on Wednesday before the race -- it was 
six years since they last raced a Honda. 
Craig Morris, Frank McTaggart, 
Frank Mrazek and Chris Manley 
combined experience to pressure the 
leaders with a bike running with 
guessed at jetting. Mrazek called the 
bike, "the slowest I've ridden in the 24- 
Hour." Yet by the ninth hour they had 
the bike broken in and had grabbed 
the lead from the Thomas Honda. 
Between 2 and 4 a.m. the two teams 
were on the same lap with Mrazek and 
Larry Shorts engaged in a fierce 
struggle in which the two turned in 
sprint race times -- in the dark. The 
rest of the field kept up their pace by 
freight-training in a spectacular 
display of night racing. 





Rotor problems slowed Group Four. 
Craig Morris crashed hard coming out 
of the carousel and despite the efforts 
of Don Bartram plus the help of 
Charlie Stump and Gary Evans they 
were unable to repair the bike in time 
to capitalize on Thomas’ problems. 

The always close Richard Jogoe, 
Bob Miller, Bob Whelan, and Roy 
Hare of the Lyte Racing Team from 
Ontario, Canada rode a 750cc 
Kawasaki -- in which $56 was invested 
in getting it ready -- to second overall, 
breaking the old lap record with 977 
laps. Other than a crash costing them 
20 minutes, the Snow City/Mirolon/ 
Dunlop/Killbride Dist. Kawasaki ran 
flawlessly. 

Team Litchfield headed the East 
Coast invasion taking the Thomaston 
820cc Honda from 36th at the end of 
the first hour to 3rd overall after flat 
tires slowed their initial charge. Al 
Hathaway had his crew on top of the 
problem. Glenn Phillips and Phillip 
Busch, an expert MXer, did plenty of 
low flying to get within ten laps of Lyte 
Racing. 

Another Connecticut team was 
Brimster Tire, running a basically 
stock Suzuki. Joey Osowski, their best 





performer even off the bike, and ISDT 
rider Mike Rosso provided the extra 
effort to take fourth overall. 

Their performance was not related 
to their name as Reject Racing took a 
stock Yamaha RD350LC to sixth 
overall after being as high as fourth 
early in the night. Jim Robertson, John 
Samways, Bruce Webster and Rich 
Banick were the fastest in the 400cc 
class with only a tire change being un- 
scheduled. Crew chief Fred Hughes 
had planned a dull weekend bringing 
only spark plugs, head gaskets, and a 
spare number plate -- the number 
plate was used when one was ripped 
off during the start. 

Art Friedman, Jeff Karr, Ken 
Vreekee and Jan Jolles made up the 
Motorcyclist magazine team which, 
after three years, learned running a 
basically stock bike can pay off. They 
won the 600cc class. Riding the most 
popular bike in the field of 46 entries, 
a GPz550 Kawasaki, they finished 
seventh overall. ` 

Team North Ridge Yamaha, con- 
sisting of Ralph Johnson, Dan 
Knapp,Gary Walters and Doug Cross, 
charged from 41st to ninth overall. The 
team had crashed their "Wednesday 
Night Special" Yamaha Seca 550 in 
the first hour, but were on the gas 
from there on. 

Also running a 550 Kawasaki was 
Jack Penton's True Sport Team which 
found the race plagued with problems. 
Penton recalled chasing Motorcyclist's 
Jeff Karr for several laps in the middle 
of the night saying, "I ride better at 
night because I can't see how fast I'm 
going, and it doesn't scare me as 
much." 

The 600cc class used to be a cherry, 
but the middleweight muscle bikes 
have numbered the days of the fat 400 
Hondas. Last year's class winner UPS 
Racing took the same 458cc Honda to 
3rd in class, hard pressed by the 
Gator-ade team's 408cc Honda. The 
Jonathan White Team, on a 500 
Ducati, won a six-pack of Japanese 
beer being the highest placing non- 
Japanese bike (there were 2). 

The 24-Hours was a race in which 
nearly stock bikes excelled as never 
before. It was a race run at near sprint 
speeds due in large measure to 
Dunlop's introduction of its DOT Elite 
K291 Sport tire at the race. 

There were too many stories to 
recount all. The exotic Cardinal/ 
Lester/Tri-Mil 1017cc Kawasaki went 
down early and was finally blown up 
trying to play catch up. Wescan 
Racing, last year’s winners, were doing 
fine early on until small problems 
became large. Hardly noticed was the 
hard charging of Team Action on 
their 398cc Yamaha. They took 11th 
overall. Team Stupid, who finished 
eighth overall, has not taken the 
engine of its 1000cc Suzuki apart in 
over two years of sprint and endurance 
racing. It takes all kinds to do it for 24 
hours.

H-D Jammer 
dominates Bonneville 
speed trials

WENDOVER, UT, JULY 24-26 


The twin-engined, turbocharged Harley-David- 
son streamliner, the Jammer, was the star of 
the Utah Salt Flats Racing Association's first 
meet of the season. The sleek ‘liner, owned and 


Atter last season's drive chain break- 
age, the last of the Jammer's drive line 
problems remaining to be solved, Tsu- 
baki engineers provided their own 
sprockets to go with their Superchain. 


operated by Jammer Cycle Prod- 
ucts and Easyriders Magazine, 
seems close to getting the bugs 
worked out. 


But the chain was apparently still climb- 
ing up on the sprocket at the moment 
of ignition kill during the shift, break- 
ing it at a pin. Consequently, several 
runs were then made in first without 
shifting, to check jetting and other 
tuning details. Driver Dave Campos 
brought the ‘liner to a high of 238.72 
mph in first gear on the four miles of 
the course, making spectators look for- 
ward to seeing what the bike can do 
with full use of its gearbox in September 
on Speed Week's longer course, given 
that in the next few weeks a solution 
can be found to the chain breakage 
problem. Campos also had a thrill on 
one of his runs when the high speed 
'chute, which had been going slack at 
a speed a little under a hundred, was 
hit with a strong, sudden side wind 
which tipped him over. His slide on 
the salt damaged only the paint and 
two small exhaust fairings on the left 
side. Having proved out first gear the 
crew tried second, but the Jammer 
couldn't pull it satisfactorily from its 
self-propelled start, unlike that of 
most other high-powered machines 


which must be towed or started on 
rollers. 

The salt was exceptionally good for 
the meet, as good as in 1970 when he 
set the first motorcycle record over 200 
mph at Bonneville, according to 
Jammer tuner Leo Payne. Partial spon- 
sorship from the streamliner's owner 
Mil Blair enabled the USFRA to run a 
three-day event instead of the usual 
two-day, over Utah's July 24th Pioneer 
Day holiday, making it easier for Cali- 
fornians and others from out of state 
to take advantage of the great track 
conditions. There was almost no wheel- 
spin, a pleasant contrast to the often- 
encountered too-moist and thus slip- 
pery condition of the salt later in the 
season after August or September thun- 
dershowers; wet salt is particularly dis- 
adantageous for the turbocharged 
bikes which are the most frequent two- 
wheeled vehicles for entry into coveted 
200 MPH Club membership now. 

In sharp contrast also to the long 
lines and consequent difficulty of 
making many runs in a day during 
Speed Week, USFRA meets provide 














more than enough runs for the most 
‘industrious tuners, the reason Mil 
helped sponsor the event — time on 
the salt was needed to help sort out the 
jJammer's complexities. Other motor- 
cyclists were well satisfied with the 
good salt and unlimited runs. Uni- 
versity of Utah professor and part-time 
road racer Adrian Palmer finally 
coaxed 141.06 from his Ducati Desmo 
after three years of trying. Omaha 
schoolteacher Pete Adwers reached 
170.70 with his water-and-alcohol in- 
jected ZIR-TC. Colorado miners of 
that essential stuff, molybdenum, 
Mike Becker and Randy Chryst 
brought a brace of road race tiddlers, 
a Yamaha TA 125 and a Honda 
MTR, and had fun but blew up 
Becker's nitrous oxide assisted Honda. 
Becker thinks he might try the drag 
racer's trick of applying zinc oxide to 
the top of his pistons to keep them in- 
tact. Or just bring his Morbidelli to 
Speed Week, the bike with which 
Peter Grufstedt set so many records in 
1977 and 1978; Grufstedt babied the 
bike but Becker thrashed it at road 
races, placing it in need of expensive 
parts. 

San Diego's Jack Dolan, Dragbike's 
West Coast rep, brought a turbo- 
charged Suzuki Eleven he's developing 
and went 172.74 before he ran out of 
gas on a run and damaged the engine 
with the resulting leanout. Salt Laker 
Richard Tilson broke 140 on his new 
street bike, a GPz 1100. Others ran 
street bikes to see what they could do 
away from police radar and the other 
hazards of freeways. In assessing these 
speeds, remember that the Salt Flats' 
elevation of over 4000 feet robs a 
normally aspirated engine of about 10% 
of its power. 


Of the riders, San Diego Ducati 
dealer Sonny Angel made the most de- 
termined attempt of the meet, 13 runs 
which, however, is far from the most 
ever achieved in one of these three day 
meets. Sonny pulled 140.04 in a run 
and close to it in others, putting his '47 
Vincent (Which last ran on the salt 26 
years ago!) in the running for a shot at 
the Southern California Timing Asso- 
ciation's new Vintage class which has a 
minimum of 140 mph on gas. Sonny's 
associate, forner Navy man Max 
Lampe, also campaigned a Vincent, a 
'51 Black Shadow which broke, 
though, because Max was willing to 
explore the limits of leaning out his 
engine. 

This meet is a preview and a warm- 
up for the big event on the salt, the 
SCTA's September 20-26 meet. It also 
serves as a social event for Salt Flats' 
racers who come from all over the 
western half of the country, at least, to 
see each other and catch up with long- 
course news, if not to race. Bikers find 
they can look forward to the advent of 
machines like Lamke's 123-inch dual 
supercharger Vincent which he's been 
designing and building for several 
years, based on a '47 HRD. Or Becker's 
forthcoming "liner which will use 
either the Morbidelli engine or a water- 
cooled one of another make, encapsu- 
lated in a graphite fiber and foam, 
wind-tunnel tested shell being made 
by the personnel of a swimming pool 
company that also happens to build 
funny cars. 


The Utah club's two or three day 
meets, while shorter than Speed Week's 
six days, are also cheaper, only $25 
pre-registration for street bikes or $30 
on the salt, or $50 and $75, respectively, 
for special Bonneville machines whose 
owners presumably have more bucks 
to spend on racing than ordinary street 
riders. Remaining dates are October 
17-18. Late season meets can be es- 
pecially successful, if the salt isn't too 
wet, because the engines are much 
happier not running in the fierce heat 
produced by a summer sun on white 
salt. e

Hamilton, 


Bowlby and 
Reiser top Climb 
of Champions

John Hamilton, Earl Bowlby and Tom Reiser, 
Jr. topped the 500cc, 750cc, and Unlimited 
Gas classes, respectively, as the Class A Na- 
tional Championship Hillclimb returned to 


the awe-inspiring 300 foot hill 
situated on the beautiful, spa- 
cious grounds of the White Rose 
M.C. Close to 10,000 people 


packed the meadow at the foot of the 
hill to enjoy the action, which seemed 
to be equally divided among the hill- 
climbers and the spectators. 

The event is an invitational event, 
open only to the top 15 riders in the 
AMA National Championship Hill- 
climb Series as of two weeks prior to 
this climb. Although no points are 
awarded towards the number one 
plate in each class, it is considered the 
most prestigious event on the hillclimb 
circuit, as evidenced by some very 
good riders getting a case of "nervous 
novice." Most riders seemed to feel this 
hill is the toughest one on their circuit 
with its two plateaus -- at 60 feet and 
at 240 feet -- which caused many 
problems for some of the riders. 

First to attempt to top the hill were 
the 500cc fuel burning machines. The

order was by their standings in the 
points with the leader going first. 
Current point leader and three time 
National Champion John Williams got 
the crowd going and kind of set the 
tone for this class' first of two shots at 
the hill. He got bogged down before 
the top of the first breaker. 
Afterwards, Williams said he was over- 
geared and that the second run was 
going to be just a “nice Sunday ride.” 

Of the 13 riders who took the hill in 
the first round, only two managed to 
get under the newly constructed 7-Up 
finish line at the 280 foot mark. 
Fourth man up, .John Hamilton 
stopped the clock at 7.955 seconds in 
what was to be the only 500cc rider of 
the day to get into the sevens. He was 
followed by Rodney Riddle who 
turned an 8.641 for the only other 
500cc rider to make it to the top in the 
first round. 

Things changed in the second round 
as half of the ten riders who charged 
up the hill made it to the clocks. First 
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Unlimited Gas class winner Tom Reiser, Jr. demonstrates how to keep the 
gas on, maintain balance and stay pointed in the right direction.

rider up the hill was Williams, who 
clocked a 8.515 which was good 
enough for second place on his STP 


Special/Nick Kemp Engineering 
Honda. Jim Clark followed Williams 
up and turned an 8.529 which was 
good enough for third place money. 
After that, no rider made it up in less 
than nine and a half seconds, giving 
Hamilton his third consecutive Climb 
of Champions victory, the first time 
anyone has won this event three years 
in a row. Afterwards, Hamilton said, 
“Lam basically self sponsored, but I 
get a lot of help from Sonny Routt at 
Routt's Cycles. Shoei Helmets also 
help." Williams also listed Bel Ray/ 
Champion/ACS Engineering and 
Norris Cams as sponsors. 

In contrast to the 500cc bikes, the 
750's had 10 out of 14 make it to the 
top of the hill during their first round. 
First up the hill was National 
Champion and current leader, Lou 
Gerencer on his Harley Davidson 
Motor  Company/Shoei Helmets/ 
Subaki Chain/Champion sponsored 
Harley XR who shot straight up the 
hill to stop the clocks at 6.929. Earl 
Bowlby was next up, getting a little 
crossed up in the middle hill, but still 
clocking in at 7.024. The only other 


riders in the first round to get into the 


sevens were Randy Gabriel with a 
7.411 and Mike Sabat with a 7.731. 

The pressure was on for the start of 
the second round, as Bowlby was the 
first 750 up the hill. He put his Bowlby 
Cycle Sales/Castrol/Diamond Chain/ 
and Shoei Helmet sponsored BSA 
straight up the dry, dusty hill, 
stopping the clocks at 6.914. After 
Danny Halcomb turned an 8.879 ride, 
Gerencer brought his Harley to the 
starting pit. He got slightly sideways 
up the first hill and off to the side. By 
the time he hit the first breaker he was 
out of shape and ended up in the 
weeds off to the side, getting credit for 
80 feet, giving Bowlby the lion's share 
of the $6,000 purse. 
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Most riders improved their time in 
round two. Chief among them were 
Mike Sabat who knocked almost a half 
second off his first time with a 7.289 
run -- good enough for third place 
money. Doyle Disbennett made it up 
in 7.410, just edging Randy Gabriel's 
first round time by .001, and taking 
fourth place. 

The final class of the day was the 
Unlimited Gas class. This class was 
started within the last few years to 
allow a person to start pro hillclimb- 
ing, but without the high expense of 
the nitro-burning, fuel injected bikes 
in the other two classes. Trophies for 
today's top three riders were donated 
by Bill Chittum's Honda/Triumph/ 
BSA of Columbus, Ohio. 

Willard Kinzer was the last rider in 
the Unlimited class to hit the hill in 
round one. His time was nearly one 
and a quarter seconds faster than Tom 
Reiser, Jr. who posted a 7.880 time. 

On the second round, Reiser 
wheelied his Reiser's Cycle Service 
sponsored Harley slightly on the first 
incline, but once past the first breaker 
he looked like he was shot out of a 
cannon as he went straight up the hill 
to a 7.355 clocking. Kinzer came back, 
but had trouble just after the first 
breaker, and drifted off to the left of 
the course, where he stalled at the 190 
foot marker. Reiser said later this is his 
first year at pro hillclimbing and this 
was his first win. "I'd like to thank 
Shoei Helmets and Dave Schaeffer of 
Champion for their help,” said Reiser.

After an avid road rider has a few years under 
his or her belt a decision is usually made con- 
cerning what type of bike the rider will opt for. 
With the advent of the Kawasaki 900 in 1973, 


the sport rider/road racer seg- 
ment opted for high horsepower 
and cosmetically appealing 
bikes which are the optimum in 
image and performance. At the other 
end of the spectrum are the touring 
folks, buying bikes for their rideability 
and convenience on longer treks, 
usually adding saddle bags, fairings, 
and other goodies to get the job done 
as effortlessly as possible. 

Add Honda's new CBX sport tourer 
to the fleet -- scratch the old guide- 
lines that split sport and touring 
riders. If you have the cash ($5595 
retail) Honda has the bike which does 
it all -- goes fast, looks great and tours 
well -- in one package, 

We picked our bike up from 
American Honda near Los Angeles, 
threw: our extra pair of jeans, under- 
shorts and socks in the saddlebags, and 
began a ride back to Atlanta and the 
good ol' South. 

To date we have over 3,000 miles on 
the CBX, a combination of touring, in 
town, and country road sport riding. 
Though a bit inhibited during the first 
few miles on the CBX, we soon got 
into the swing of things and began to 
enjoy ourselves. From that point until 
now, enjoyment has been the name of 
the game no matter where we venture. 

Yes, we thought we'd done it every 


' way possible. We've blasted through 


mountain roads on the latest in in-line 
fours, and toured on Honda's Gold 
Wing Interstate and the almighty 
Harley Tour Glide. But until you've 
done it six cylinder style with the 
cosmetics the CBX offers, you've fallen 
short of a new dimension in motor- 
cycling -- sport touring the CBX way. 
Safety 

Take the CBX with a claimed dry 


weight of 633.9 pounds, add 5.8 
gallons of gas plus one or two riders 
and gear and you have a mass which 
iwill take substantial braking to stop. 
The CBX's twin discs up front and 
single disc in the rear will get the job 
done with ease. The new style front 
discs are internally ventilated and 
react in the same manner under all 
conditions, even when damp. The rear 
disc is also predictable. 

We were victims of circumstance 
when a car in front of us decided not 
to go through a yellow light while we 
had committed ourselves to making it. 
Our only hope was to lock the CBX's 
rear brake, go into a slide, and use 
periodic braking in front to stop. It all 
came off in sequence. The rear end 
locked, yet offered no hopping effects. 
We steered into the slide, using short 
bursts of the front stoppers without 
experiencing any abrupt grabbing of 
the pads to discs. 

The instrument cluster and hand 
controls are state of the art. All con- 
trols are easily accessible, the turn 
signal switch having a very short throw 
which makes quick signaling a breeze. 
At night the instruments -- tach, 
speedo and voltmeter -- are illuminated 
in red, easy on the eyes yet readable. 
Signal lights are easily spotted, as is 
the large taillight. The front signal 
lights also serve as running lights. The 
halogen 55/60 watt headlight does it 
stock, no accessory back-up lighting is 
needed. 

A cable lock is provided which goes 
through the rear wheel and then locks 
into the helmet holder. It's a nice plus, 
but a bit clumsy to get into and out of 
the helmet lock. 

To start the bike while in gear, the 
clutch must be disengaged. You'll 
never accidentally hit the starter 


button and shoot ahead. 

We never had a chance to test the 
stock engine guards, but they seem 
strong enough and should save cases, 
fairing lowers and some good chunks 
of skin if a rider ever lowsided. 

If suspension problems in the rear 
should ever crop up, you'll know about 
it through a Pro-Link low air pressure 
warning light included in the instru- 
ment cluster. 

Handling 

On the open road, the CBX feels 
stable. The fairing and bags aren't 
bolt on extras, and they are well inte- 
grated and don't create ill effects. We 
crossed the California/Arizona desert 
at speed (in some stretches 100 mph 
plus) and even while bucking a strong 
northerly wind the CBX retained a 
solid feel. We just leaned into the wind 
and cruised. There was a speed wobble 
at 85 plus once in a while, but with 
the intensity of the wind it was to be 
expected. At any rate it was predict- 
able and wasn't severe enough for us to 
get off the gas. 

Around town the CBX isn't far off 
of what a big bore in-line four offers. 
No, it's not the same, it really can't be 
with 24 valves rolling around inside 
the heads and six pistons going up and 
down in the cylinders. In corners the 
engine sets up a gyroscopic effect and 
pulls either high or lowside. Strong 
acceleration is. the key to holding a 
line. With the CBX on the powerband 
it will flip from side to side with rela- 
tive ease. As on other Hondas, the 
front end is heavy and sticks well. 
Leaning the CBX is the key rather 
than turning it. 

Stock rubber on our tester came 
from Dunlop, a 3.50V19 up front and 
a 130/90V18 in back. Both stick well 
and with 5,500 miles on our bike the 
front tire still looks crisp while the rear 
is starting to show wear to the point of 
replacement. The basically low-profile 
tires wear evenly across a broad mid- 
section front and rear, giving 
optimum adhesion for a large cycle. 

Around 55 mph the CBX has a 
slight wobble while decelerating, 
noticeable but not dangerous. 

Whether one or two up, with or 
without a load, the CBX can be 
readily adjusted through air pressure 











in the fork assembly and Pro-Link rear 
shock. The front end is adjusted 
through a single valve which links both 
fork legs. Seven to 13 p.s.i. is advised 
up front. 

In back Honda's new Pro-Link sus- 
pension does the work, with the air 
valve located behind the right side 
cover. A three position damping 
adjuster is also included and is exposed 
‘below the side cover. 

While riding next to other cyclists, 
many noted the CBX's suspension was 
working over the bumps, and as the 
rider it was easily believable. While 
one adjustment may be right for one 
up riding, it was off for two persons. 
The operator of a CBX sits directly 
over the shock, while a passenger is 
behind it. What feels good to the 
operator ended up harsh for the 
passenger. However, an air gauge'is 
included with the CBX, so raising and 
lowering air pressure isn't a major 
task. : 

Comfort 

The CBX's seat is saddle-like in 
nature, putting the rider down and 
into the tank. It's rounded, narrow 
and firm up front but flat and wide in 
back. If our butt got tired up close to 
the tank we'd slide back a few inches 
and rest on the flat part of the seat. 
Some criticism has been given by other 
publications to the seat, stating it is 
too hard for longer trips. Well, how 
does Oklahoma City to Atlanta, 956.5 
miles in 18 hours, 19 minutes sound? 
That's what we racked up in our last 
stretch on the trip home, and the seat 
treated us well all the way. Sure things 











got uncomfortable, but a seat has yet 
to be made that wouldn't give a few 
saddle sores. 

The seat/bars/footpeg relationship 
is fine -- comfortable for most any size 
rider. The fairing protects a rider's 
midsection, but doesn't direct wind off 
hands or face for a taller (six foot plus) 
rider. If it did, the CBX's cosmetic 
appeal would be gone and the front 
end would resemble most other 
fairings. 

Engine heat is the biggest problem 
the CBX offers. Don't expect to be 
comfortable cruising around town on 
a summer day. With the thermometer 
past 70 degrees, you had better keep 
the CBX to the highways. One after- 
noon we tried to cruise around Holly- 
wood and sightsee, but could find no 
place to put our feet where we weren't 
getting scorched. Removing the lowers 
may help, but would take away from 
the CBX's attractiveness. 

Quality 

As we said earlier, Honda didn't just 
bolt on some accessories and send the 
CBX to the showroom floor. Every- 
thing works together as a package. 
The fairing's lines blend into the tank, 
on to the sidecovers and rear saddle- 
bags. The bags can be removed with 
the twist of a key and are high style 
items with dual lockable latches on 
each one. The front fender has been 
designed with an air spoiler to direct 
air onto the oil cooler. Mirrors are 
integrated into the fairing. The tank 
has been sculptured to fit narrowly 
between the rider's legs, yet hold 5.8 
gallons of fuel. Many small points add 








up to a well assembled bike. 
Maintenance 

To do maintenance you have to get 
the machine on the centerstand, and 
that's easier said than done with the 
CBX. The practical method is to get 
the momentum of the bike to assist you 
when pulling, but no matter what the 
approach a smaller rider would have 
problems. 

The CBX's chain picked up an extra 
inch of slack on our cross country run. 
Adjusting it was no problem, but next 
time we'l remove the bags before 
going at it. They get in the way if left 
on when adjustments are made. A 
drive shaft would complete the CBX's 
tourability, but that would call for a 
completely redesigned bike on 
Honda's part. 

We pulled the choke lever and cable 
apart because it was binding and 
wouldn’t return to the off position 
without having to guide the cable back 
into the housing by hand. Honda did 
the right thing by offering choke 
adjustment on the bars, but should 
have stayed with their push/pull 
model found on the CB750F and 
others. Even after we lubed the choke 
cable, it still bound up. 

Every few tanks of gas we.take time 
to wipe out the rim around the gas 
tank filler hole. It tends to let grit and 
grime build up and gets a dull fin- 
ish. The gas cap would have been 
more convenient if it had been a flip 
back model instead of removeable. It's 
just another item to set aside at each 
gas stop. j 

When changing the oil a major 


hassle came up in getting the oil filter 
bolt out. The 17mm drain plug came 
loose with the flick of a ratchet, but 
the puny 12mm head on the large, 
vented oil filter bolt resisted first a 
socket, then a wrench, then Vise 
Grips, then an impact wrench and 
finally broke loose when a chisel and 
hammer were used. A replacement 
filter bolt with a 17mm head makes 
short work of the problem, and sells 
for around $8. 

The front brakes picked up an overly 
annoying squeal. Brake pads build up 
a coating off the discs when new and 
need to be sanded down a bit to reduce 
squealing. Pad vibration can also at- 
tribute to the problem. 

Economy 

This one’s pretty much up to how 
you ride. When running the CBX 
really hard on the highway we got gas 
mileage down as far as 23 mpg, but 
the same day got it as high as 40 mph 
while taking it easy. In town the 5.8 
gallon tank will take you an average of 
143 miles, on the highway around 200 
miles. It's hard to tell just where you 
stand on how much gas you have left. 
The owner's manual says reserve 
comes on when there is .8 gallon gas 
remaining. Our reserve tap had to be 
used at around two gallons remain- 
ing. Many times we were limping to a 
gas station thinking we were down to 
mere drops of fuel only to find we had 
over a gallon left. 

Big bikes put power to the ground, 
and the CBX is no exception. A rear 
tire will have to be replaced every 
5,000 miles or so, so budget 





accordingly as rubber doesn't come 
cheap. 

A basic tune-up will run from $75 to 
around $100, depending on the 
number of shims needing replace- 
ment. With six cylinders, 24 valves 
and double overhead cams, a bunch of 
things need adjustment and high parts 
and labor costs are the result. 

Power 

There's plenty of it, no doubt about 
it. The CBX's 1,047cc engine was set 
up with gearing to cruise at speed, and 
being geared as high as it is first gear 
take-offs require about 4000 rpm and 
a slip of the clutch. If one was to stick 
to mainly city driving a countershaft 
sprocket with one less tooth would be 
the hot ticket. 

Top end was great. The 85 mph 
speedo could be tapped in fifth (top) 
gear at around 5000 rpm. Red line is 
at 9,500, so we took the tach up to 
around 7,500 and decided to cross 
Arizona at a brisk pace. 

“How fast does that thing go?" was 
the first sencence out of the state troop- 
er's mouth after he pulled us over. 
"I was chasing you at 125, all my car 
had, and it took me a while to catch 
up." It's unrealistic to cruise on the 
CBX in fifth and be legal. Third or 
fourth will put you at the 55-60 mph 
mark with ease. By the way, the 
trooper got off on the single shock sus- 
pension and the ticket was for 75 in a 
55 zone for $67.20. 

It's a blast to wring the CBX out 
through the gears. The thing sounds 
like a Ferrari when busting into the 
6,000 plus rpm range. For a dressed

out bike acceleration is remarkable. 
Load Capacity 

Other tests have said the CBX 
doesn't offer enough storage space for 
longer trips. The bags are small and 
streamlined, but more than adequate 
to cross the country with. The bags 
mount sturdily to the bike via a 
chrome frame, and will accept quite a 
bit of weight. Cargo is not to exceed 50 
pounds. 

The fairing incorporates a pocket 
on each side, fine for sunglasses, gloves 
and other small items that must stay 
easily accessible. The right pocket 
locks and the left has a knob to open 
and close it. The locking pocket is a bit 
hard to operate, and must be fitted on 
just right order to make it snap. 
Image 

The CBX is, without a doubt, the 
most remark provoking motorcycle 
we've ever ridden. Not only the cycle 
enthusiast has a good word concern- 
ing the CBX, so does the counter girl 
at McDonald's, the housewife outside 
the supermarket, and many other 
cross factions of folks. People just like 
the way it looks. What an ego trip to 
be driving through a parking lot and 
see a guy grab his buddy and point 
while you idle past. Match looks with 
the sound of the CBX accelerating, 
and almost everyone we've come across 
has nothing but praise for the sport 


tourer. 
Service & Support 

After one day of travel out of LA 
our test bike's front brakes had picked 
up a howling sound. We figured pad 
adjustment was in order, so one morn- 
ing we searched the Yellow Pages and 
found Kingman,  Arizona's only 
Honda dealer, Bike City, Inc. 

The shop opened at 9 a.m. and by 
9:10 shop owner Steve Simpson had 
the CBX in the service area. Steve 
Simpson Jr. pulled the front brake 
assembly apart, and things were more 
complicated than anticipated. 
Hairline stress cracks were found in 
one brake pad bracket, and signs of 
cracks also showed up on the other 
side. 

Replacement parts were not locally 
available, so an arrangement with 
American Honda's Bob Doornbos was 
made. Steve Simpson Jr. loaned us his 
personal Gold Wing so we could trek 
to Las Vegas, 100 miles north of 
Kingman, to meet Doornbos who had 
replacement parts. To make a long 
story short, by 7 p.m. the CBX was 
ready to roll, due to the efforts of Steve 
Simpson Sr., Steve Simpson Jr., 
mechanic Don Grover and Doornbos. 

“That's what we're here for,” said 
Simpson as I prepared to leave. 
Thanks to all involved for their efforts 
above and beyond the call of duty. 


It would be unrealistic to expect 
American Honda to fly a representa- 
tive in every time a customer had a 
parts problem, but we feel the shop 
service we received was indicative of 
what any Honda rider could expect. 


We're still putting miles on the 
CBX. Whatever reason we can come 
up with to pull the CBX out of the 
garage and go riding, it's always worth 
it. 

So far the enchantment hasn't even 
begun to dissipate. If we want agility 


to run down the street and get a sand- 
wich, we just hop on our CBX, the 
sporty in-town bike. If we're going to 
travel we gas up the touring CBX and 
get underway. If we want to keep up 
with the GPz down the block we pull 
our performance oriented CBX out to 
run with the brisk ones. 

That's the fun part, the CBX is 
whatever you want it to be. What- 
ever mood you're in, the CBX will 
oblige you. Just get yourself in the 
right frame of mind and the CBX will 
handle the details. .

Husqvarna, like most small European factories 
(compared to any of Japan's Big Four) tend to 
be on the conservative side when it comes to 
- rapidly changing models and features from 


year to year. After all, they don’t 
have a large lineup of street bikes 
that can absorb lost profits from 
a poor-selling model, or models, 
of dirt bikes. : 

When they do introduce something 


new, it should bé quite safe to assume 
that the engineers, test riders and 


. others back in Huskvarna. responsible 


for it are confident that it will perform 
well. | 


1981 will undoubtedly be recognized 


as the year of the new generation. 


Huskys. Though not extremely differ- 


ent upon initial visual inspection, there 
are actually quite a number of changes 
both internally and externally that 
mark the beginning of a new era for 
Husqvarna. 

Therefore, we jumped at the oppor- 
tunity to ride the new 250CR for a 
day. Though not enough time for a 
thorough test, it was efough to allow 
us to get acquainted with the bike and 
draw some preliminary conclusions. 

When hopping aboard the bike, one 
can immediately deduce that it is tall 
(as most current motocrossers are, of 
course). With an unladen seat height 
of 38.2 inches, it could feel nothing 


but lofty. While the feeling never goes 
away entirely, it rarely presents a 
problem. 

Starting the bike is best accomplished 
by taking up any slack in the system, 
then giving the kick start lever a 
couple of quick boots. Using the choke 
on the 38mm Mikuni aids cold starts 
but is unnecessary when things have 
warmed up. The engine started right 
away throughout the day. 

After a warmup period, we headed 
out and onto the track to put the. 
Husky through its paces. Barona Oaks 
Raceway, located northeast of San 
Diego, CA, runs a minicycle program 
twice a month and is closed the rest of 
the time. The track was not race- 
prepped so it was qur dry and slick 

lus there were no long straights. Still, 
it was enough to get a little idea of 
what the bike was like. 

The Husky feels good from the start. 
Both standing and seated positions are 
comfortable, at least for the average 
size rider. All controls fell readily to 
hand as did the brake pedal. The shift 


lever seemed a bit too high at times, 
but that could be easily fixed. 

Go-power from the 245cc reed- 
valved mill is good and spread over a 
powerband as wide as the grin of the 
proverbial- Cheshire cat. It’s got 
enough grunt at the bottom end to 
pull you cleanly eut of awkward situa- 
tions or go trail riding, yet makes fairly 
competitive power at the very top. Pro - 
caliber riders will undoubtedly want 
more top-ehd power, but for the, 
majority of Juniors and middle-of-the- 
pack Intermediates, an engine as for- 
giving and easy to get along with as the 
Husky is indeed a blessing. 

Shifting up and down through all 
six gears is smooth and positive. In 
addition, shift lever throw seems a bit 
shorter than on past models. Clutch 
action seems progressive and easy to 
use at all times. 

Suspension, particularly in back, is 
pes the strongest point of the 

ike. Husqvarna moved the bottom . 
shock mounts to the outside of the 
swingarm this year to increase thé pro- 











gressivenes of the geometry. No : 


strength was lost in doing this as the 
shock fits over a stud that is fitted 
through and welded to the swingarm. 
A small bolt and washer act only to 
keep the shock in place, not to support 
it. Viewed from the rear, the shocks 
are canted inward at the top. 

In addition, a small valving change 
was made to the piggyback reservoir 
Ohlins. The result is a back end that 
behaves beautifully, almost luxuriously. 
Landing off big jumps is amazingly 
comfortable, yet the suspension is 
supple enough to react and absorb the 
smaller choppy stuff, too. 

A built-in limiter in the shocks can 
be removed to increase rear wheel 
travel from 12.4 inches to 13 inches. 
This also decreases rake by half a-de- 
gree. We didn't have time to try this 
set-up, but we certainly had no com- 
plaints about the stone stock rear end. 

In front, Husqvarna finally provided 
what most riders felt they wanted — 
larger diameter forks. Now 40mm, 
compared to the spindly 35mm legs of 
the past, the Husqvarna-designed and 
manufactured forks retain their 11.8 
inches of travel and have air caps. 

Forged aluminum triple clamps 
utilize double pinch bolts to more se- 
curely hold the legs and aid in elimin- 
ating the flexing feel many riders com- 
plained about in forks of yesteryear. 
Also changed from the past are the 
sliders. Besides being bigger, they are 
painted gold and have the name “Hus- 


qvarna” cast in raised letters. 
The forks work quite well, though 


performance-wise, they are overshad- 
owed by the fantastic set-up in the 
rear. When slamming the front end 
hard into the face of the second jump 
in a set of doubles, the forks seemed a 
bit harsh as they got to the very end of 
their travel and bottomed. Otherwise, 





they worked fine; no flex was noted. 
With some fiddling of the oil level and 
air pressure, perhaps the harshness 
could be eliminated. As is Husky's 
policy, the seals did leak a small quan- 
tity of oil. 

When it comes to slowing the works 
down, both brakes do a good job. The 
brake shoes use a new water-resistant 
lining this year and the total swept 
area is greater. While they don't have 
as much sheer stopping power as some 
Japanese bikes, they seemed more than 
acceptable enough. The front worked 
fine with just two fingers, and both 
ends offered good feel, being easy to 
modulate. No water crossings or mud 
holes were available to test the new 
linings. 

Handling on the new Husky seems 
to be on par with anything else avail- 
able. It really shines on fast, rough 
straights, thanks in part to its long 
(59.3-inch) wheelbase. Flying off 
jumps provides the rider with a feeling 
of stability, too. 

Turns need not intimidate anyone 
on a Husky as it performs that func- 
tion quite well. It steers accurately, 
responds well to rider input and 
doesn't need a death grip on the bars. 
If you're on the lazy side or don't like 
to move around on the long (and com- 
fortable) seat, it's best to keep the 
throttle on while cornering. The Husky 
turns best when you get waaay up on 
the seat, getting as friendly as you can 
with the gas tank. Due to the reshaped 
aluminum tank, such moves are a bit 
easier than on last year's bikes. 

The Pirelli MT 25 Pentacross tires 
that come with the bike as standard 
equipment (3.00x21 front and 4.50x17 
rear) stuck pretty well considering the 
slick, dry surface we rode on that day. 
Until they wear out or unless you have 
a personal favorite you can't ride with- 


out, there should be no reason to - 


change them. 

In fact, there really isn't anything 
that most riders will need to change. 
Everything on the bike works, plus 
there is a reassuring, solid feel of craft- 
manship about it. The controls are 
Magura items, a Gunnar Gasser is 
used, cable oiler nipples are provided, 
and the welds look good. About the 
only things you'll need to put on are 
numbers and an in-line fuel filter.

As mentioned earlier, the power 
should be adequate for all but the 
most demanding Intermediates and 
Pro-level riders. Those riders will like- 
ly have to resort to porting, pipes and 
other power boosters while sacrificing 
the engine's tractability.

CARUTHERS, CA, AUG. 1 

You're too late for the last float 
of the year down the Kings River 
that left last Sunday from Max's 
Garage in Kingsburg, but there's 
still some speedway left at the most 
secret track in California — Caruthers. 
Fifteen miles southwest of Fresno on 
Highway 41 and set among grape 
fields that stretch for miles in every 
direction, the race track in Caruthers 
is about the size of Auburn, or for 
you southers (pronounced sow-thurs; 
people from the south, i.e. us), smaller 
than Ventura and bigger than San 
Berdoo. 

Basically a Second Division track 
like Taft, there were, however, some 
notable riders on hand such as Grant 
Salyers, Buddy Robinson, Tom Ferris 
and Bert Stephens, a Caruthers local. 
Stephens, who qualified for the Quali- 
fiers by riding once a week at Auburn, 
put on quite a show for the home folks. 
But not right away. 

In the first Handicap heat, Buddy 
Robinson, “The Bud Man," who rides 
like Alan Christian, Jim Fishback and 
Attila the Hun, started on the 30 and 
was in second by turn two. Chris 
Reichardt, top man in Colorado and 
desperately seeking a D-1 ride in Cali- 
fornia, was nudged aside on the next 
lap by Robinson who won by plenty. 
Since everybody else fell down, 
Stephens didn't have much trouble 
taking third behind Reichardt. 

Steve Miller, the rider not the 
singer, managed to hold off Salyers, 
"The Taft Tornado,” on the last lap 
for a win..Co-promoter Mike Heath 
held on to nip Ferris at the line to win 
the third and final heat race. That’s 
what nice about Caruthers: less riders, 
more rides. 

In the semis, Robinson again re- 
hearsed his runaway freight train act 
and blew everyone away (or out of the 
way) as he won another laugher. 
Stephens ended up in third again, this 
time behind northerner Rick Volk. 

The main event found Robinson be- 
side Stephens on the 30 with Ferris and 
Salyers behind him. Robinson got a 
good start and by turn two was within 
striking distance of the leaders, Reich- 
ardt and Volk. The back yardage 
riders were going fast too, and by lap 
two all six bikes were within a few 
lengths of one another. 

On the third lap, Robinson caught 
Reichardt and slid underneath him. 
“The Bud Man” slammed into him, 
but Reichardt saved it. A half second 
and another bump later, Reichardt 
went down in a heap. but it was all 
very costly to Robinson as first Stephens, 
then Ferris and Salyers cut by on the 
inside. Robinson went nuts on the next 
lap when he overcooked it going into 
turn four, did a 360 and found himself 
in the fast lane going the wrong way. 
Salyers missed him, but Volk knocked 
him flying and kept going. The rest 
was a cruise for Stephens, who saved 
the best for last. 

Robinson, whose derring-do cost 
him a broken collarbone in Taft 
earlier this year, was unbeatable in 
Scratch racing. Robinson not only left 
everyone at the line in his heat, but 
slammed the door so completely in 
turn three that Gary Stewart and Alan 
Davidson had no choice but to crash. 
Some choice. 

Stephens and Salyers easily won 
their heats, and 32-year-old Mike 
McDonald held off Jim  Rogin 
(remember him?) for the final win.

Cogar, Woods 
wallop IMS

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, AUG. 12 
Father to be Gene Woods over- 
came mechanical problems at 
the starting line and went on to 
defeat Lance King to pick up his 
first Scratch main victory of the season 
at John LaDouceur's Inland. Motor- 
cycle Speedway Wednesday night. 

Woods, on the 7-Up Jawa, drew the 
number two spot with King (Wild 
West Stores/Off Shore Weslake) in 
one, Jim Fishback (Carpets Galore 
Fontana/Yamaha of Covina Weslake) 
in third and Mike Curoso (KEZY 
Westlake) against the wall. When the 
riders pulled up to the starting line, 
Woods’ ignition box went dead. 
Referee Irwin Moon gave Woods two 
minutes to get it repaired. Woods, 
along with the help of Division Two 
rider Dennis Briggs, went to work and 
got the job done with about two 
seconds to spare. 

On the start, King got the gate over 
Woods. Woods went to his favorite 
spot — the cushion — and raced by 
King for the lead in turn three. King 
went by on the inside in turn two on 
the second lap only to have Woods 
regain the command position again in 
turn three. The two popular riders 
traded the lead back and fourth over 
laps three and four with King, still on 
the inside, taking the lead out of four 
on the final lap. It looked as though 
Lance was about to pick up his fourth 
Scratch main in eight days when 
Woods squeezed by on the outside 20 
feet from the checkered to win by a 
half of a wheel. Curoso hung on to 
finish third with Fishback getting the 
wrap-up spot. 

Sterling Cogar only led 10 feet in the 
Handicap main, but they were the 10 
that counted as he picked up his first 
IMS victory in 1981. Riding from the 
10, Jim Lawson (D.J.’s Ticket Service 
Jawa) was the initial leader over 20- 
yard-line starters Phil Gagnon (Jaw) 
and Cogar (Phil's Custom Plating 
Jawa). Steve Columbo (Terry's Water- 
beds Jawa) had motor problems on the 
start and immediately fell off the pace. 

Cogar moved into the number two 
spot in the number two corner on the 
second lap with an inside pass on 
Gagnon. King got by Gagnon on lap 
three to move into the number three 
spot. Lawson had a comfortable lead 
as he was counting the money coming 
out of four. Unfortunately, Lawson 
drifted wide and nipped the wall, 
letting Cogar slip by. Lawson made a 
nice recovery to finish second with 
King third over Gagnon, Columbo 
and Dave DeTemple (D.G.N. Jawa) 
who was unable to compete in the 
main after suffering a suspected bone 
bruise to his ankle in his Scratch heat. 


Dennis Briggs, on the Total Pack- 
aging Jawa, made it two Second 
Division mains in a row as he came 
from the 30-yard line in the wild race. 
On the original start, Guy Ermolenko 
(Jaw) took the lead from the zero over 
“Mad Dog” Mike Mazzacane (Parts 
Plus Jawa). Eddie Clark (Jaw) dumped 
it in turn one in a preliminary of 
action to come. Mazzacane hit the dirt 
in turn one on lap two and was clipped 
by Gary Faas (King-O Lawn Weslake). 
The red came out stopping the race 
with Mazzacane being helped from the 
track with an injury to his left knee. 

On the restart, Ermolenko led about 
10 feet only to hear a loud clang as a 
rod went all the way through the 
casings and was dragging on the track. 
Rick Miller. (Echpse/Clothestime 
Weslake) inherited the lead as he 
threaded his way through Ermolenko's 
motor parts which scattered on the 
track. Faas again went down in turn 
one, this time chipping one of his 
bottom teeth in the process. 

Briggs had worked the cushion and 
was up to challenge Miller for the 
lead. Briggs went by on lap two in turn 
three. The positions remained the 
same over the final three laps with 
Briggs able to open up some breathing 
room over Miller and Clark. Faas got 
fourth over Ermolenko and 
Mazzacane. 


At intermission, an infield 
ceremony saw Lance King sign a 
contract with his father for one thou- 
sand dollars to go out and have a good 
time. Promoter LaDouceur also 
presented King with his FIM license at 
the same time. After the races in the 
pits, King was presented with two 
beautiful cakes. 

Michael Bast had a large chunk of 
meat torn out of his left heel when he 
crashed last Wednesday at IMS. 
Everyone hopes Bast has a quick 
recovery and we will hopefully see him 
back in time to compete in the 
qualifiers. 

The qualifier at IMS will beon Aug. 
26 with the same admission price as 
the weekly shows. Mark down Sept. 23 
on your calendar as that will be the 
date of the California State Cham- 
pionship. The big news on this race is 
that Bruce Penhall has accepted an 
invitation to compete. Joining Penhall 
in the big event will be Lance King, 
who will also be returning from 
England.

The second moto was nearly a 
carbon copy with O'Mara and Schmitz 
finishing 1-2, but this time Jim Sendel- 
back put his Crossroads Suzuki into 
third ahead of Hopper, and in doing 
so, earned third overall.

Snorteland topples 
CRC’s IRC Series

M/C Tire Works presented a 
$1,500 purse to the Pros and an- 
other $1,000 in gift certificates 
to the sportsmen at Saddleback 
Park in the final race in the California 
Racing Club’s IRC Series. 

Throughout the three race series, 
Ceet Racing Products was on hand, 
giving certificates to the sportsmen as 
they have so many times for southern 
Californian racers. 

The day belonged to Yamaha sup- 
port racer Pete Snorteland, who took 
the 250cc and Open Pro contests. 
Snorteland's first time at bat came 
during the Open Pro race. Leading off 
the line in the first moto, Snorteland 
found his rival from two weeks ago, 
U.S. Suzuki's Ron Turner, breathing 
down his jersey. Clark Jones (Hus), 
Don Griewe (Mai), and Tony 
DiStefano (Mai) rounded out the top 
five. Scott Johnson flew into fourth, 
badgering Jones for third and a heavy 
duel went down. Bob Schulz and Bill 
Hagen also closed in on the leaders. 

Later Snorteland got a bit out of 
shape and Turner slipped a wheel 
under for the lead and proceeded to 
run away with the race, leaving Snorte- 
land strong in second, Johnson holding 
third and an unholy duel for fourth 
that went down to the wire with 
Griewe holding off Jones and Schulz to 
the end. 

When the big bore machines roared 
off the line for their second round, 
Snorteland was ready and leading the 
pack, followed by Schulz, Jones, 
Johnson and Hagen. Turner was back 
in sixth but managed to fight his way 
into second. Johnson was in trouble 
and had to retire to the pits. Griewe 
crashed and was forced back to his van 
with knee injuries, 

When the checkered flag signaled 
the racers homes, Snorteland led the 
way with 19-second lead over Turner. 
Schulz had worked his way up into 
third, fighting to hold Jones back in 
fourth and Hagen to fifth. When the 
loot was handed out, Snorteland took 
home top dollar, Turner (who topped 
the 125cc Pros) claimed second place 
prize money for his daughter Melissa, 
Schulz took home third overall honors 
and fourth place money went to Jones. 

When the 250cc Pros fired up for 
their first round of action, American 
Honda racer Jim Tarantino took com- 
mand from the start and by the end of 
the first lap was stretching out a superb 
lead. A large portion of the field, 
meanwhile, had piled up in front of 
the announcer's tower. Emerging out 
of the madness were Juan Benavidez 
(Kolbe C-A), Snorteland, David 
Taylor, Scott Johnson, and Fritz 


Schlegel. Turner, from seventh, was 
smoking and took over fourth, as 
changes took place throughout the 





field. In the turn by the finish line, 
Turner went down, doubled over in 
pain, but remounted and was back on 
the track; not in time, however, to 
hold a winning position, and by the 
end of the moto had been lapped. 
Tarantino meanwhile, was lapping 
racers, right and left and vanished 
across the finish line. Snorteland had a 
strong second after passing Benavidez 
with Johnson holding fourth. 

When the machines came to life for 
their second encounter, Snorteland 
grabbed the lead, followed by 
Tarantino, Johnson and Schlegel. 
Snorteland and Tarantino pulled 
away into their own private battle, 
with the Honda rider taking the lead. 
Johnson was left to hold back an anxious 
pack of racers. 

Tarantino's lead began to dissipate. 
He kept glancing down at his machine 
as his rear shock absorber gave up the 
ghost. Snorteland quickly closed the 
gap to one bikelength. As the white 
flag whipped out, Snorteland claimed 
the lead and held to the end. Johnson 
finished in second with Tarantino 
managing to hold onto third for the 
moto. Top dollar for the class went 
home with Snorteland, Tarantino still 
captured second place loot with third 
place honors going to Johnson.

Riding a Suzuki water-pumper 
and supported by Donny Emler's 
Roost Factory, Rick Maki put his 
125cc machine atop the pile of 
other screamers shooting for the num- 
ber one plate in the Continental Moto- 
sports Club.

The 34 Old Timers that went out 
to Indian Dunes’ Shadow Glen 
course were surprised with all the 
changes that have been made.

Liubimsky breezes 
to Challenge win 
at AFM Sears 
Point RR

Gennady Liubimsky, riding a 
KT Engineering/Palo Alto 
Yamaha/ND Spark Plug TZ750, 
jumped out to an early lead then 
cruised home to victory to take top 
money at the AFM North’s annual 
Golden Gate Challenge at Sears Point 
Raceway. 

“I had a lot of cc's. I figured the 
250s would catch up," said Gennady, 
referring to the Yamaha TZ250s that 
were chasing him and ridden by Don 
Greene and Dwayne Chung. 
Liubimsky first concentrated on the 
opening laps, trying to put some 
distance on the field. The strategy 
succeeded. “If I backed off I'd have a 
good margin behind me. About half- 
way, I turned around and didn't see 
anyone, so I took it easy." Gennady 
led from the start, with Rich Oliver 
(Kaw Z-1) and Steve Epstein (Yam 
TZ750) hot on his heels. 

Since lap times taken during the 
regular slate of races determined the 
participants of the race, Oliver and 
Epstein were passed two laps later by 
Chung (Berkeley Yam TZ250H) and 
Greene (CP Ent./ND/Palo Alto Yam 
TZ250G) on the nimbler 250cc Grand 
Prix machines. Epstein passed Oliver 
three laps after that, and Scott Gray 
(Healdsburg Cycle Suz GS1100) took 
the sixth and final cash prize. 

The 250cc GP race earlier in the day 
had Donny Greene again taking top 
honors on his TZ250G. Greene, of 
Novato, CA, gives credit to Roland 
Cushway, former Harry Hunt and KT 
Engineering tuner now working inde- 
pendently, for giving him the extra 
push needed. “The bike's been real 
slow all year. Thanks to Roland, he 
brought out some life from the 
motor." Cushway is, also the behind- 
the-scenes man for.a number of AFM 
winners such as Liubimsky, Jill 
Keenan and others, besides being a 
source of advice for countless more. 

Fred Winters rode a fine race on his 
special Bob Wirth  TZ250, and 
Dwayne Chung piloted his fully-spon- 


sored H model into third place despite 
being challenged by John Glover on his 
"alphabet" TZ250 (F model frame, 
G model suspension, and H model 
motor). Glover retired on the sixth of 
seven laps with a broken frame, as did 
John Williams. Williams, on a Barong 
M/C Salvage TZ, has recently 
returned from racing in Europe. 

The 450cc Box Stock class, formerly 
a haven for Yamaha RD400s, has been 
transformed into a four-stoke class as a 
result of a 1981 rule change altering 
the upper limit from 430cc's to 450. Of 
18 entrants, only four rode Yamahas. 
Six rode Honda Hawks, seven rode 
Suzuki GS450s, and there was a lone 
Kawasaki. Fred Thomas (Hayward 
Yam 400) won, followed by Derek 
Wittorf (Fremont Cycle Salvage 
RD400F), Ken Evan (Cycle Works Suz 
GS450S) and Joe Elkins (Suz GS450). 
The RDs and the Suzukis appear to be 
equally fast despite the 50cc inequity. 

Wittorf passed Evan on the third 
lap. “I went underneath him (Evan) 
deep in turn seven. I came up on him 
(Thomas) twice, but ...", said the 
runner-up. "It (the Yamaha) has a 
little more up top. The Suzuki has 
better brakes but the forks flex more, 
so I have to be careful," said Evan. 

In other races, Brian Tilseth (Trent 
Texaco/Wheel Works/East Bay Yam 
350) took the 600cc Superstreet victory 
in a replay of the last Sears race by 
coming from behind for the win. Louis 
Vallerga (Palo Alto Yam 400) took 
third in his quest for the AFM Number 
One plate. Rival Kirk Graves had a 
harder time in the 450cc Production 
race, falling off his Radisich Racing 
Yamaha 375 after getting passed by 
Tracy DeMura (Encino Cycle/John 
Lassak Yam RD400). Graves gamely 
jumped back on and was able to 
salvage third place in front of Frank 
Mazur, on Pat Eagan's old Honda 
Hawk. 

Darrell White had an expensive 
day, first falling off his TZ750 after 
leading winner Gennady Liubimsky in 
the Open GP race. He then crashed his 
brand-new Kawasaki GPz1100 in the 
Production race on the cool-off lap, 
but salvaged the day by winning the 
750cc Superstreet class on his Suzuki 
GT750 and keeping it upright. 

The next race at Sears Point is on 
Aug. 30.

When riders come to the super 
fast Baylands night motocross 
course, all you hear about is that 
Shawn McConn is the man to 


beat. That, in fact, has been true in 
the past several weeks as McConn has 
won here more than once and not by 
running second or third and gathering 
enough points to take the overall title. 
McConn invades the track with his 
Yamaha 250, and again this week 
swept both motos decisively with his 
masterful skills and super fast bike. 

In the first moto of the 250cc Pros, 
McConn blazed out of the gate and 
shot into the lead followed closely by 
another past winner, Jerome 
Heiberger, and then by a group of rid- 
ers that would make you wonder if 
they or your shadow were closer. 
McConn showed not only power in the 
use of his bike but also super power in 
the control of his Yamaha in order to 
fly over the monsterous hill that lines 
the main straight. When the 
checkered flag came out, it was 
McConn in first followed by Heiberger 
on his new Can-Am ride and another 
past winner, Kimo Casey. 

The second moto started off in the 
same order only this time the field was 
stretched out the length of turns one 
and two. This race also saw more of a 
battle as McConn was tailed by 
Heiberger and Casey. About halfway 
through the moto, Casey tried to take 
the lead but seemed to fade when he 
hit the big banked turn nine. With a 
very distinct style that McConn has, 
Heiberger had no chance of even 
coming close as McConn took the 
second moto in super style followed 
again by Heiberger and Bruce Manzoini 
riding a Maico. The overall title once 
again saw Shawn McConn take home 
the winner's gold followed by Heiberger 
with two second-place finishes and a 
new face in this, Manzoni with a 
fourth and a third. 

The 125cc Pros saw somewhat of a 
surprise as Donnie Hawkins took the 
lead in both motos only to go down 
both times with mechanical problems 
and giving the evening away to the 
other riders. The first moto saw veteran 
Willie Miller take first followed by 
Rick Ryan and Michael Halen. 

The second moto saw Hawkins have 
mechanical woes and Rick Ryan take 
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first followed by Matt Elkins and 
Halen, The overall title went to Ryan 
aboard his Yamaha with Halen taking 
second and Miller third. 

Some of the best riding of the night 
came in the 250cc Junior Division One 
class as both motos became a race 
between Jerry Wohlgemuth, Rick 
Vermace and Terry Franks. In the 
first moto, Vermace took the lead with 
a great holeshot followed by Franks 
and Wohlgemuth. On the third lap, 
Wohlgemuth slipped underneath both 
riders and gave the people out at 
Baylands something to talk about for 
days. Wohlgemuth continued to put 
distance on the rest of the field with 
some hard riding in the sharp and 
high-banked turns and won followed 
by Vermace and Vic Stoeckmann. 

The second moto saw Wohlgemuth 
burst into turn one with several of the 
division's top riders in hot pursuit. As 
the race went on, the only race the 
fans saw became the race for second 
place between Vermace and Franks. 
The riders continued to blaze the 
course and exchanged the second posi- 
tion several times, and at the finish 
line it was once again Wohlgemuth 
taking the win with Vermace in second 
followed closely by Franks. 

Baylands seems to be the focal point 
in the Bay area to see more and more 
youngsters take their part in motor- 
sports. Each week the Junior divisions 
seem to get larger and larger. One of 
the fastest growing classes at Baylands 
seems to be the 65cc class. This week 
saw the little guys ride like the real 
Pros they might be someday as Ian 
Leff and his brother Obie fought like 
cats and dogs to see who would take 
home the first place trophy. Another 
obstacle was last week's winner Scott 
Takacs and his Yamaha. The first 
moto came to an end and would be 
followed in the second moto with the 
same order with Obie taking home the 
first place trophy, and Tackacs in 
second followed by Obie's brother Ian, 
both riding Yamahas. 

Baylands will continue its Wednesday 
night motocross action but will also 
have another form of motorcycle 
racing in the future, that being speed- 
way racing.

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Pro racers ignite 
Bonneville fuse

SALT LAKE CITY, UT, AUG. 1 
Night-o-cross combat geared 
into MX action at Bonneville 
Raceway Park on Friday, July 
31, but this was just a prelude to 


the big-league Pro race that was held 
today. Bob Ipson, president of the 
Bonneville Motorcycle Association and 
coordinator of the track, arranged to 
have almost $10,000 worth of track 
preparation and advertising and 
enlisted Yamaha Motor Corporation, 
plus Utah Yamaha shops, Plaza Cycle, 
Cyclewise, G&L Equipment and 
Craig’s Yamaha to put up a purse of 
$3,500. 

This enticement drew Pro riders 
from California, Colorado, Idaho, 
Wyoming, Arizona and Utah to 
practice the course on Friday night 
and prepare for the largest motocross 
night event held in Utah. 


Eighteen 125cc Pro fast fiends 
qualified for the mains, drew their 
start position numbers, then feathered 
a throttle roar. The gate fell...all eyes 
followed the straightaway attack of the 
compact group, then the cliff-hanging 
style of Eldon Copier emerged as the 
front line star. Todd Peterson and 
Albert Firestine close encountered 
Copier's ride until Peterson broke the 
stop barriers and gassed the lead spot. 
Copier wrangled with Firestine, then 
Dave Crawford weaved through the 
mid-pack mire to interrupt the 
double-dice action and sent Firestine 
for a short walk. Copier's second spot 
drew “Coruscating Crawford" fire, and 
the flashing flame  ravaged the 
position, leaving Copier high-ballin' 
third. 

Meanwhile, Stan. Wynhof, Mike 
Morrison, Jeff Kaiser and Randy 
Skinner were creating torrents of turf 

.tussels that made Firestine's climb 
maneuvers almost impossible. Kaiser 
scooted past Morrison and left the 
door ajar just enough to allow a Fire- 
stine charge that took him past 
Wynhof to put a tag on Copier. 
Firestine insistently knocked and soon 
forced Copier to relinquish the third 
spot, but Copier continued to nibble 
until the checks flew. Ken Ulibarri 
wandered into the battle-land neuclus 
with an explosive ride past Morrison 
and Kent Knox while Tim Lunde, who 
drew a last-place pack card, followed 
suit. Ulibarri zoomed past Kaiser to 
attack and dominate Wynhof's spot, 
then Lunde held the throttle down to 
capture Ulibarri as the multis were 
calling a halt an Peterson, Crawford, 
Firestine and Copier's lead line race. 


Tim Lunde, Brent Gray, Todd 
Peterson, Scott Wright and Terry 
McGinnis immediately took possession 
of the first 250cc Pro Main front row 
seats, and as Lunde carved the lead 
trail, Peterson clipped Gray and 
McGinnis roped Utah's mythical 
“Cyclone,” Scott Wright. A whirling 
cyclone tilt maneuver recaptured 
fourth momentarily, but a boost from 
Jeff Kaiser sent McGinnis’ back up the 
ladder to regain the position. The 
triple tangle continued while Lunde 
ground out a few yards on Peterson 
and Gray: Suddenly, Lunde’s mount 
balked as he topped the Cyclewise 
jump, and Peterson cantered away 
with the star position Lunde quickly 
remounted second spot and 
McGinnis tightened the screws on 
Gray. Peterson gained yardage as 
McGinnis swept into nudge Lunde

Dave Crawford. Kaiser shot past the 
Cyclone, stopped to get a bird's-eye 
view of a night crawler, and the checks 
fluttered over a Peterson, Lunde, 
McGinnis, Gray then Crawford finale. 

The last race of the night sent 
Lunde spot-lighting the pack, Peterson 
supervising second, and McGinnis 
gearing third with frontage road 
intentions. Crawford and Mike 
O'Driscoll dialed a pass on the 
Cyclone, then Jay Migliore chopped 
the Cyclone’s nitch, leaving him to 
whirl again with Kaiser. The 
McGinnis-Peterson probe came to a 
sudden halt as McGinnis rolled with 
the Good Times Kawasaki bump and 
Crawford, O'Driscoll and Migliore 
diced for the third place.

Meanwhile, lead action was hot as 
Lunde and Peterson pegged a close 
race, Peterson grabbed a shot of berm- 
power to snatch the lead spot, and 
Lunde took the offensive. Migliore 
continued to hold the stoppers on 
O'Driscoll's scout ride while Crawford 
and Sargent traded fifth. The last lap 
flag signaled a surge of energy. 
Peterson throttled more power and 
zipped in just ahead of Lunde, 
Migliore snafu'd O'Driscoll's intentions 
with third, and Crawford motioned in 
with a flying fifth.

In his first pavement effort, Roger 
Humphrey grabbed the holeshot on a 
field of 28 Beginners. Roger led every 
lap and took the checkered flag on the 
rear wheel of his TT500 Yamaha 
owned and tuned by Mark Smith. 
Eddie Baldizan was the only Beginner 
even close to Roger, but during the 
chase, Eddie fell on his face. He was 
OK; his RD was not. 

The combined Box Stock Production 
and Colorado Class (bikes that came 
with knobby tires) was won by Ed 
Fleming on a GS1000 Suzuki. Mike 
Farmer was the first Colorado Class 
bike. Craig Brown, sponsored by 
Soldier of Fortune magazine, was the 
second dirt bike. 

In 555cc Superbike, Bruce Sass, 
sponsored by Vickery Yamaha, began 
his domination.

Elmer, Hensley, 
Stork stake Pro 
class claims at 
Rapid two-day MX

RAPID CITY, SD, AUG. 1-2 

Riders in the Rapid City area of 
South Dakota wrapped up their 
summer racing season the first 
weekend of August with a big 
two-day motocross as a prelude to the 
big Sturgis Motorcycle Classic week. 
Purses for both days were set at $1500 
for the Pro classes, while Amateurs 
raced for beautiful three-foot trophies. 

Todd Elmer brought a trio of 
Kawasakis out from Minnesota for the 
competition, and in the six Pro classes 
over the two days, brought home four 
overall victories, one in the 125s on 
Saturday, both of the 250cc Pro cate- 
gories and Sunday's Open Expert 
action. The only riders to defeat Elmer 
in the overalls were Colorado's Bear 
Hensley, who captured Sunday's 125cc 
Pro overall, and Rapid City's Billy 
"Coyote" Stork, with a win in Saturday's 
Open Expert race. 

Two different courses were set up 
for the weekend of motos, and thanks 
to Bob Bailey of Rice Cycles and. Bill 
Stork, the heads of the Rushmore 
M.C., the event went off without a 
hitch, despite spots of mud on the 
course from previous heavy rains. The 
whole starting line had to be moved 
and the new backwards-falling gate re- 
installed before. any action could 
begin, and with only a day left before 
the weekend and bad weather 
overhead, Stork managed to get the 
track in absolutely immaculate condi- 
tion, doing the majority of the work 
single-handed. 


Saturday 

The first day of racing got off 
slightly behind schedule due to a large 
mudhole on the starting line, but with 
the sun out, the club opted to wait an 
extra hour before starting the first race 
to allow the slop to dry out.-As it hap- 
pened, the delay was well worth it as 
there were no problems on the start, 
and the action began. 

Open Pros started off the afternoon, 
and here Elmer began his show of 
dominance in the Expert ranks. : 
Despite heavy pressure from Billy 
Stork, Mark Winkelbauer and Wayne 
Ford, Elmer managed to take his 
Kawasaki into the lead of the first 
moto and hold it to the checkered flag, 

ing Winkelbauer, Stork, Ford, Tom 
Peters, Jay Lundstrom and Mike 
Schurmen. 

Moto two was not so pema to. 
Elmer, as he suffered a mid-pack start^ 
which he was makah na overcome. 
Coyote Stork grab lead quickly, 

ahead of Ford and Winkelbauer, while 
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Elmer pulled up in sixth by the end of 
the lap. Stork used every lap to put 
distance between himself and the 
raging battle for second behind, and 
by moto's end he had an insurmount- 
able lead which gave him the moto 
and overall easily. 

Winkelbauer and Ford traded 
position frantically as Elmer moved 
into fourth to try and catch the duo. 
Heading into the final laps, it looked 
as though Elmer had very little chance 
of catching either Ford or Winkelbauer. 
As he viewed the battle from behind, 
his KX420 began to get a bit weary, 
until, with a half a lap to go, it broke 
and sent Elmer back to the pits with a 
DNF for the moto. In the meantime, 
Winkelbauer slipped past Ford for 
second and second overall, with Ford 
third ahead of Landstrom and Schur- 
man while Peters dropped to eighth. 

Elmer and Winkelbauer continued 
their duel into the 250cc Experts and 
traded moto wins. In round one, 
Elmer got off to a good start and 
pulled into the lead ahead of Kelly 
Olson, Peters, Winkelbauer and Stacy 
Cook. This lead was held until the 
checkers, and the finishing order of 
the top five remained the same all the 
way. 

Round two saw Winkelbauer get 
into the hunt for the lead early and 
give Elmer all he could handle, but 
with his fourth in the first moto, 
Winkelbauer needed something drastic 
to happen to Elmer if he was to get the 
overall, Elmer cooly placed himself in 
second across the checkers at Winkel- 
bauer took the moto, but all Winkel- 
bauer could do in the overalls was 
second. Cook, Bill Herman and Kelly 
Olson rounded out the top five in the 
moto with Olson getting third overall. 

As for the 125s, Elmer was the 
favorite going into that one as well. In 
round one he took the lead and won 
the moto convincingly, while Tom 
Peters and Billy Stork ran a tight second 
and third across the finish. Colorado's 
Bear Hensley brought his Suzuki into 
fourth ahead of Joren Boyce. 

Hensley came back in the next moto 
to show a little more than Elmer ex- 
pected. The Suzuki pilot worked him- 
self into the lead and ran it all the way 
to the flag for the moto victory. Again, 
his first moto left the overall wide open 
for Elmer who rolled in second for the 
top money. Boyce put in a good ride 
for third in the moto, nudging Ben 
Norfolk and Jor Kjer in the end. Over- 
all, it went Elmer, Hensley then 
Boyce. 

Sunday 

Once again, the Open Experts came 
out of the gate first, but this time the 
track headed in the other direction, 
with the addition of a long backstraight 
that would prove to provide extremely 
exciting action and ample room for 
some fabulous passing over stadium 
whoops placed five in a row at the be- 
ginning and end of the stretch. At the 
start, Elmer and Winkelbauer tangled 
for first, as Stork and Ford worked 
through traffic to get into the hunt. 
Elmer took over the top slot, and re- 
fused to let Winkelbauer by, while 
Stork slipped past Ford and into the 
show slot. By moto's end, the order was 
Elmer, Winkelbauer, Stork, Ford and 
Landstrom. 

Wayne Ford surprised the entire 
field the second time around, as he 
took his Yamaha out front and went 
all the way to the wire for his first moto 
win of the weekend. Elmer and Winkel- 
bauer diced a bit for second, but it was 
Elmer taking the edge at the finish, 
again doing all he needed to take the 
top overall slot. Stork ran in fourth for 
the moto, and the same overall behind 


Winkelbauer who was nudged by by 
Ford. Schurmen and Landstrom tied 
for fifth overall, but Schurmen picked 
up the fifth money with his better 
placing in the second round. 


Back: in the 250cc Experts, Elmer 
was running: away with the chow 
again. In round one, he grabbed the 
only lead, and that was all she wrote. 
He took another moto win, this time 
with Winkelbauer in his familiar run- 
ner-up position, hanging on the entire 
way. Herman and Cook trailed, with 
Mart Ritter rounding out the top five. 

Moto two was, another display of 
Elmer’s capabilities as he again 
grabbed the lead before the midway 
point of the race. Cook, this time, had 
ideas of a moto win for himself, and 
late in the race found the line around 
Elmer that brought him the moto win. 
Elmer, calm as usual, picked up his 
second place in the moto, which gave 
him another overall to take back to 
Minnesota. Winkelbauer, Tom Peters 
and Ben Norfolk finished up the top 
five, while Herman picked up a DNF, 
and Ritter fell to eighth. 

The final race of the weekend was 
the 125s for the Experts, and who else 
grabbed the leads in both of the motos 
but Todd Elmer? Round one was a 
spectacular three-way show among 
Boyce, Elmer and Hensley, with Boyce 
shocking everyone by triple-jumping 
sections of whoops on the 
backstraight. Elmer was unable to 
move up from his second position until 
only a few laps to go, when Boyce tired 
and began to fade. Then it was Elmer 
out front, but Hensley quickly zapped 
Boyce and set after the leader. With 
little time remaining, Hensley used the 
long backstraight to out-power the 
Kawasaki and get into the lead, which 
he held to the finish ahead of Elmer, 
Boyce, a charging Stork and Todd 
Gikling. 

The second time was almost a rerun 
of the final laps of the first moto. 
Elmer got out front first, but Hensley 
took the Suzuki to the front, simply 
out-riding Elmer for the slot. Elmer 
was content to hold second, a ways 
ahead of the battle for third between 
Boyce and Stork. Stork got the better 
of the battle, he too using the back- 
straight to find room to pass, and the 
positions were set for the end of the 
moto. Overall it was Hensley, then 
Elmer, Stork, Boyce and Clay 
Alexander.

Miksch, Landrum 
land Conroe MX 
wins

CONROE, TX, AUG. 5 

The last full schedule of racing 
that Conroe MX Park will see 
before starting a split program 
was an exciting one as the com- 
bined 250 and Open Expert class put 
on a show the fans won't soon forget. 

Moto one consisted of a battle be- 
tween Rickey Glaser and Russell 
Miksch. Glaser led off the line, and by 
lap three, Miksch had overcome him. 
Moving up behind Glaser was Kawa- 
saki's Mickey Pizzatola who got a last- 
of-the-pack start but fought his way 
through to fourth by the second lap 
and third on lap three. 

A double attack continued between 
Miksch and Glaser for first and second 
spots and Pizzatola and David McClain 
for third and fourth. The exchanges of 
places continued, and on lap five, first 
runner was now Glaser as he slowly 
pulled away from Miksch. A ways be- 
hind Miksch was Pizzatola who had a 
new sparring partner, Randy Choate; 
McClain had dropped far behind. 

Glaser continued to add distance 
between himself and Miksch while 
Choate passed Pizzatola, who was 
having trouble concentrating on the 
race. He had his wisdom teeth pulled 
several days earlier and still felt the 
effects from that. Compounding his 
dizziness, he experienced a handling 
problem with his bike and pulled off 
the track. After the initial inspection, 
he believed the swingarm pivot bolt 
was breaking loose. He dropped out 
leaving fourth to McClain who didn't 
have enough time to catch Choate. 
The last lap found Glaser having a tre- 
mendous lead on Miksch. 

The second moto showed a new duel 
between Choate and Glaser, who 
made an attempt to pass Choate on a 
set of newly designed (and sadistically 
arranged) stutter bumps. He went to 
the outside of the bumps and went to 


the right of two tires strategically placed 
to discourage riders' outside attempts. 
Choate took the outside line of the 
turn following the bumps as Glaser 
tried to cut to the inside but was forced 
to brake sooner, which gave Choate 
the edge he needed to hold onto his 
lead. Miksch dialed on the power and 
passed Glaser with ease as he quickly 
closed in on Choate. 

David McClain gave a superb per- 
formance, after sliding out in a back 
section, by charging up through the 
riders and passing Glaser on a straight- 
away. He then charged toward an un- 
suspecting Miksch. A three-way chal- 
lenge lasted only a lap between Choate, 
Miksch and McClain. Choate dropped 
way back and continued to ride slowly 
around the course while a skillfully ag- 
gressive McClain managed to execute 
the stutter bumps and cut underneath 
Miksch in the corner. He didn't hold 
the lead for very long as the next lap 
found Miksch out front again. Deter- 
mined to regain and hold on to first 
place, McClain gave it one more try on 
lap nine in the 10-lap race. He set out 
and accomplished his goal on the 
double jumps and saw the checkered 
flag first with a long lead on Miksch 
followed by Glaser. 

Claiming first overall in the 125cc 
Expert class was Kyle Landrum. He 
took the lead over on lap two of moto 
one and rode on chased by a close trio 
made up of Steve Gauthier, John Rollo 
and Terry Thomas. Landrum was 
challenged by Thomas for one lap but 
slowly pulled away from him and rode 
untouched the remainder of the moto. 
Meanwhile, Gauthier remained a 
strong second with Rollo third as 
Thomas was hounded by Ricky White 
who seemed glued to Thomas' rear 
fender. Lap five saw Rollo trade places 
with Gauthier who slowed down dras- 
tically. The Thomas/White pursuit 
continued for six long, tiring laps. 
White couldnt budge Thomas, 
though, who finally gained a couple 
bikelengths through a sandy section of 
the course.

Regional Enduro

STEAMBOAT SPRINGS, CO, AUG. 2 
Dick Burleson (Hus) lost 10 points 
on his way to the overall victory 
at the Region 6 Championship 
Timberline Enduro. Dick came 
back to redeem himself after his last 
visit to Steamboat in 1978. It seems he 
“forgot” to put a 15 minute reset on his 
route chart (pre-Jart Chart days) and 
got disqualified for being 15 minutes 
early. 

Husky factory rider Bob Popiel edged 
out Rocky Mountain Enduro Circuit 
points leader Drigan Wieder (KTM) 
for second overall at 13 and 14 points 
lost respectively. Popiel won the Open 
A class followed by John Blythe (Hus) 
with a 19 and Roy Norgard (Yam) 
with a 23. 

Wieder took the 250cc A class, fol- 
lowed by Texas enduro rider Zach 
Elkins (C-A) at 19 and George Hays 
(KTM) at 25. Morrill Griffith (Yam) 
and Dave Bauerkemper (Yam) had an- 
other battle in the 200cc A class with 
the win going to Griffith, 23 to Bauer- 
kemper's 25. Van Pepper (Yam) took 
the 125cc A class with a fine score of 
58, and Jim Rase (C-A) took the B 
class overall win with a 32. 

The course started out at 18 mph 
over three miles of water bars, then 
followed a jeep road to the top of 
10,800-foot Hahn's Peak at 8.7 miles. 
It was downhill from there on the 
rocky Hahn's peak trail to the first 
check at 10.2 miles, a timekeeper for 
most A riders. The speed changed to 
24 mph at the check and stayed there 
for the rest of the day. 

A tight, rocky jeep road over Farwell 
Mountain kept you hustling to stay on 
time. At 23 miles, the course turned 
on to Solomon Creek trail for five 
miles of tight turns before check two at 
27.8. Most A riders were dropping one 
to two points here, with everybody get- 
ting back on time at the 10 minute 
reset that followed. 

There were more tight trails and a 
ride along the Continental Divide into 
check three at 39.8. Again, most A 
riders were dropping one to two points. 

Next, it was through Hog Park and 
into Wyoming on a jeep road that had 
plenty of mud and water holes, just so 
you wouldn't get bored. The first gas 
was at 46.2. Four miles of Hog Park 
trail and five miles of tight jeep roads 
had you hustling to check four at 59.8. 

Elkhorn stock driveway, tight trails, 
the Little Snake River, and other in- 
teresting scenery had everyone late 
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Dick Burleson redeemed himself. 


into check five at 72.6. The 15-minute 
reset that followed gave most A riders 
about three to five minutes to catch 
their breath. The jeep roads through 
Whiskey Park were like highways, and 
Steamboat's famous check caught 
some riders hot at 86.2. 

The tight and fun Whiskey Park 
trail brought you back to Fireline 
driveway and the dreaded uphill at 
the rockpile. Most trails and jeep roads 
brought you back to camp and the 
second gas at 101.2. The sight of all 
those bikinis and the thought of cold 
beer had many riders calling it quits 
here. Then it was off through Dead 
Mexican Park and jeep roads to check 
seven at 113.8. 

The finale was seven miles of the 
extremely tight and narrow Nipple 
Peak Trail followed by six miles of the 
tight Lopez trail to the finish. The best 
score in this section was five points 
lost. 

The first Colorado Regional Cham- 
pionship enduro had 152 finishers out 
of the 320 that started. The Forest 
Services from the Routt National Forest 
and the Medicine Bow National Forest 
were very cooperative in making the 
event possible. The Timberline Trail- 
riders deserve congratulations for put- 
ting on this high-caliber championship 
event. As one rider put it, “There are 
more trails up here than on all the 
other RMEC events put together!" The 
Timberline has the potential to be a 
top quality National, and it should be 
given a chance in the next year or two.
